Has a Guardian Appointed for 
Wife to Represent Her in 
Poughkeepsie Suit. 


SAYS: HER: MOTHER ISN’T FIT 


Attorney ‘Is Named by Justice 
Morschauser — Husband | 
to Charge Desertion. 


Edward W. Browning, husband of 16- 
year-old ‘‘Peaches’”’ Heenan Browning, 
who left him two weeks ago, applied to 
Supreme Court Justice Joseph Mor- 
schauser of Dutchess County at Pough-. 
keepsie yesterday for an order for the 
appointment of a guardian ad litem for 
his bride of six months. 

The Court appointed M. Otis Rock- 
wood, an attorney, of the firm of. Fol- 


ger & Rockwood of Poughkeepsie. . Mr. 
Rockwood, who is a former golf cham- 
pion, was playing. golf on thé links of 
the Dutchess County Golf and Country 
Club when he received the summons 
to appear before Justice Morschauser 
for the appoititment.

Rockwood. will come from Poughkeep- 
sie today to consult with them. 

Browning, accompanied by Mr. Dale 
and Mr. Mack, drove up to the Court 
House in Poughkeepsie about 10 
o'clock in his famous blue motor. Soon 
after their arrival they appeared be- 
fore Justice Morschauser in special 
term and applied for the.order,.” . 

The blue car was recognized and it 
was not very lons béfore a crowd 
congregated around it and in front ot 
the Court -House. 

After the proceedings Browning and 
Dale' drove back to-Cold Spring. 

Yesterday was Browning's fifty-sec- 
ond birthday, and he had said on Fri- 
day that he planned to spend it quietly, 
Ever. since his. wife. left “him” he has 
repeatedly deciared, when asked if he 
would sue for annniment or separation, 
“If. a--person cares for any -one: he 
doesn’t sve them.” ~ 

Mrs. Browning and her mother have 
already consulted several! attorneys in 
this city.

$85,000,000. 

Mrs. Harkness; who had lived quietly 
at her home hereand had attracted little 
public attention except on the occasions 
of her ‘bountiful - bequests to. public. 
welfare, enterprises, inherited $50,000, - 
000 when her husband diéd several 
years ago, and the appreciation by the 
sum. of $35,000,000 was far »beyond 
earlier estimates. ed

There is more security of live- 
lihood, more comfort, more well-being 
than ever known in any great nation.. 


Reconstruction Not Complete. 


“Our reconstruction is not entirely 

complete. Some parts of our agricul- 
tural industry and some parts of the 
textile and coal industries lag behind, 
but each and every section has made 
and is making progress, and all are 
better off today than similar indus- 
tries in‘other countries: In the march 
of our army of progress some divi, 
.sions move ahead of others. It may 
well: be that in a féw years these in- 
dustries which lag will lead. That dis- 
tribution of prosperity. and wealth is 
universally equal and universally just 
no one can claim, but that we are 
more nearly approaching an ideal in 
diffusion of necessities and comforts 
of life than has any people at any 
time in history is certain.-

PACIFIST MEMORIAL 


Plainfield: Men See the Prophet 
Isaiah Glorified, but Patriots 
Neglected. : 


Special to The New York Times. - 
PLAINFIELD, N. J., Oct.. 146.—The 
Central Board of Veterans and Mili- 
tary Organizations of Plainfield, 
through Major Henry Adams, Chair- 
man, announced today the unanimous 
adoption of a resolution disapproving 
the location and’ plans for a memorial 
to soldiers who died in the wars of the 
United: States. -The board declines to 
have anything to do with the dedica- 
tion of the memorial on Armistice Day. 
The site is a triangular piece of prop- 
ery on Watchung Avenue, owned by 
the Crescent Aven Presbyterian 
Church. 

Exception is taken by the board to 
the character.of the memorial, “which is |, 
deseribeg a steel flagpole set in- 
a circul stone base, surrounded by 
a bronze frieze, ornamented with fig- 
ures’ bearing spears and swords of 
an imaginative period of mythology.’ 

Exception’ also is taken to the’ in- 
gcription taken from the. fourth verse 
ot the second chapter of Isaiah—*‘They 
shall beat their swords into plough 
shares and ‘their spears*into pruning

Yorx Trues, 
PARIS, Oct. 16.—Consequent on the 
action of the first International | Mo- 
tion Picture Congress recently held in 
Paris, the League of Nations will soon 
open: an international cinema bureau 
attached to. the Secretariat of the 

League. . 

Although representatives of the 
American moving picture industry did 
not attend the congress officially, the 
directors of the League bureau seek 
tq obtain American membership on the 
international commission. The aim of 
the League office is stated to be ‘‘to 
coordinate: the achievements of the 


film in romance and education and to 
act as an impartial arbitrator.’’ It is 
hoped to obtain representation of all 
producers, distributers and exhibitors 
of films. 

J. Luchaire, director of the League’s 
International Institute for Intellectual 
Cooperation, under whose supervision 
the movie bureau will be placed, said 
there would be a special interest to 
American producers to —* in the 
work.

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RULE-OF MARSHAL SUN 


as He Fights Cantonese—_ 
Intrigue Rides in Nanking. 


SHANGHAI, Oct. 16 (#.—Governor 
Hsia Chao of Chekiang Province is 
reported tonight to have declared his; 
province independent of the domina- 
tion of Marshal Sun Chuan-fang, dic- 
tator of China’s five central: eastern 
provinces and to have raised the stand-. 
ard of revolt. 

Ten miles south of this city, called 
“the Paris of the Orient,’’ Sun’s troops" 
have_torn up railroad tracks and have 
placed artillery to repulse the attack 
they expect to be made upon the 
Shanghai area from Hangchow, 157 
miles to the south. ~— 

Sun, who has been-at Kiukiang, on 
the Yangtse River, directing efforts of 
his troops on two battle fronts to ex- 
pel the Cantonese invaders, departed 
hurriedly from Kiukiang on a gunboat, 
and his whereabouts are unknown. 
The defection of Hsia Chao took 
place when Sun was hard pressed by 
the southern forces from Kwangtung 
and Kwangsi Provinces. : 

It is said also to have been accom- 
panied by treachery at Nanking, Sun’s 
capital in Kiangsu Province. <A con- 
siderable number of Chekiang Province 
troops are said to have. conspired with 
Cantonese contingents, enabling the 
southern soldiers, armed, but disguised 
in civilian clothing, to enter Nanking. 
The Cantonese were discovered and 
dispersed, whereupon “the Chekiang 
troops involved in the treachery de- 
parted toward Shanghai on Oct. 14. 

If reports from Hangchow and Nan- 
king are borne out by the facts, Sun 
Chuan-fang’s control of his dominions 
is believed to be seriously threatened, 
as he has met with stiff. resistance 
by the Cantonese in Kiangsi, whose 
troops used against fallen Wuchang 
are now free to press their attack. 

Sun’s chief hope of combating the 
widespread onslaught is said to be the 
doubtful swift reinforcement from 
Manchuria and from Shantung prov- 
inces,. dominated by Marshal Chang 
Tso-lin, who has received small aid 


in the past from Sun when the Man- 
churian dictator needed it in his cam- 


paigns. 

Communications with —— is 
hampered by Sun’s officers, who have 
seized telephone and telegraph wires. 
Enough information has - come 
through, however, to indicate the 
alarm of Sun’s troops and they are 
said to have placed dynamite at rail- 
way bridges, ready to destroy them 
if necessary to prevent the advance 
of Chekiang troops. 

Police reserves have been called out 
to protect the two foreign concessions 
of Shanghai, which shelter about 8,000 
white residents.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 16.—A plan .to 
embarrass the Coolidge Administration 
at the coming short term of Congress 


is receiving tentative consideration: by 
Democratic and insurgent Republican 
) Senators. © 

The proposal is to defeat confirma- 
tion of prominent Administration Sen- 
ators who fail of election in November 
and may be named by Mr. Coolidge for 
important posts. 

This would be a radical departure 
from the time-honored principle. of 
“Senatorial courtesy’’ through which 
Senators unable to retain their seats 
in the election, and are then appointed 
by the President to offices are ordi- 
narily confirmed with little or no be- 
bate. As a usual thing such confirma- 
tions go through swiftly unless there 
is some special objection. . 

This, year, however, the Democrats 
and insurgents are thinking of dis- 
carding the old custom and holding. 
up appointments of defeated  Sena- 
tors, Due to the strength of the 
Democratic-radical coalition, the Ad- 
ministration control of the . present 
Senate is so tenuous that the combi- 
nation would have no great trouble in 
Gelaying the confirmations, and with- 
out revealing their actual purpose. 

Under the law, the coming session 
must end March 4, and Mr. Coolidge 
has made. it plain that he wishes 
nothing done except routine business, 
such as the passage of the appropria- 
tion bills. This desire. of the Presi- 
dent would be seized on-by the coali- 
tion as an argument for holding that 
the Senate would have no time to deal 
with outside matters, such as confir- 
mations. 

The Democrats and insurgents are 
convinced that, once the confirmations 
were delayed through the short ses- 
sion, they could never be brought 
about in the: Seventieth: Congress, in 
which, they say, the Administration, if 
not actually faced by a Democratic-' 
controlled Senate, will meet a Senate 
in which thé Administration will be ut- 
terly lost. Thus, they hold that if Mr.' 
Coolidge has any idea of appointing 
“lame ducks,’’ he had better send the 
nominations to the present Senate, 
where he has at.least a surface chance 
of confirming them. 

Rumors that Mr. Coolidge. will name 
Senator — — to a Cabinet position 
or some outstanding @. are 
what initiated the new plan in the 
minds of Democrats. and surgents 
The radicals do not like Mr. Lenroot 
and are happy that he was defeated 
in the Wisconsin primary by one of 
their own men, Governor Blaine, while 
the Democrats have always regarded 
Mr. Lenroot a bitter antagonist 
and would not confirm him for an 
administrative post.

Orders were issued by the Postmaster 
General today to have new specifica- 
tions prepared at once for railway 
postal cars. These cars are built and 
furnished by the railroad com es 
and are leased by the department in 
the transportation of registered mail 
matter, and it will not be practicable 
or feasible to make over the cars now 
in use for this purpose to afford ade- 
quate protection to the mails and the 
employes. 

“The new cars that are to be leased 
in the future by the Department,”’ 
said the Postmaster General, ‘‘must 
meet the specifications of its officials 
‘who are charged with the responsibil- 
ity of transporting the mails and safe- 
guarding the lives of its, employes.” 

In addition the Post -Office Depart- 
ment plans to have a.large number 
of additional armored trucks -con- 
structed in the shortest time possible, 
There are a few such trucks now in 
operation by the’department but the 
number is inadequate. 

“The United States Government has 
a responsibility. to meet and it will 
meet it just as it has in the past,” 
said Postmaster General New in com- 
menting on the decision to employ 
marines to guard the registered majiis. 

“It is my hope and desire that within 
@ very tew months the Postoffice De- 
partment itself will have: organized, 
equipped and trained a sufficient body 
of men who will be able to protect the 
United States mails from depredations 
‘of mail bandits as well as to insure 
the safety of the lives of postal clerks 
and others entrusted with the trans- 
portation of currency the big 
terminals, from: postoffices and to the 
large industrial concerns throughout | 
the country.”

They did 
not wish to be bound by an agreement 
which might lead to war without their 
having a word in the final determina- 
tion whether to declare it or not.

Industries, ‘1 Washington with 
. @&. View to the regu- 
lation of child labor in industries. in 
different countries. Humanitarian as 
well as‘economic considerations evoked 
a desire to prevent the undue'exploita- | 
tion of children in various occupations. | 
Japan was one’ ’ the countries rep- 
resented at the convention, and in that 
country action was recently taken in 
the matter, or rather determined on, 
because such reforms as are suggested 
are not to go into effect until July 1, 
1929. . According to a report of — 
bassador Charles MacVeigh the legis- 
lation is applicable to factories em- 
ploying ten or more operatives or to 
industries which are considered inju- 
rious to health. Ten classes of work 
which are household industries are, 
however, exempted. The number of 
industries regarded as injurious to 
health is increased from twenty to 
sixty. The employment of minors 
under 14 is prohibited except \those 
over 12 years old efigaged in house- 
hold industries together with members 
of the families of their employers. But 
how bad. conditions must be canbe. 
imagined. when the following is con- 
sidered a reform: 

Effective ‘on July 1; 1929, juveniles 
less than 16 years of age and female 
operatives will not be permitted to 
work more than eleven hours. .per 
day, and.their employment between » 
the hours of 10 P. M: and 5 A. M. is 
prohibited. They are to be given two 
days. holiday in each month, and if 
engaged six or more hours daily in 
work are to receive thirty minutes 
recess, which is increased to one hour 
atom the working day exceeds ten 

ours. 


Aside from the mental, moral and 
physical effects\ of such conditidns on 
growing children the folly. of the pol- 
icy is evident because work under the 
circumstances cannot be efficient. 
Such labor cannot compete with that 
of more enlightened. pedples,,no matter 
what the wage rate may be, beca 
the unit cost. must be large and‘ the 
product usually poor. In the case of 
Japan her sales for export are mainly 
of crudes, raw silk being the principal 
item.

“The manufacturers will not now 
accept orders for new accounts, as 
they do not care to jeopardize them- 
selves with -any more indiscriminate 
business. One manufacturer was s0 
skeptical of the situation and had ‘so 
little faith in having his orders com- 
pleted in time, or in having them ac- 
cepted 100 per cent., that he offered 
to sell me all his unfinished coats 
after. Jan. 1 for 75 per .cent. of the 
actual cost. of labor and materials.” 

The Baltimore situation, Mr. Rapkin 
adds, has been. complicated further 
with the opening by New York manu- 
facturers of plants ~zunder ‘“‘dummy’’

HE oldest description of war is that it is 
giorious; the one which has found 
most general favor in modern times is 
that it is hell. Mr. Carter, examining 
the world with a determinedly cool, 

behavioristic eye, merely concludes that war 
is human: It has been, jt is, it will be. Not 
ell our treaties, all-our leagues nor all our 
conferences. will alter it. So thinks 
Mr. Carter. Obviously he belongs to 
a different breed of comméntators 
from those who, as we were told, 
were so common in Germany just 
before the World War. In Mr. 
Carter’s philosophy war needs no 
more defense than right-handedness . 
or blue eyes. It is a thing to be 
examined as we examine the activi- 
ties of the fruit fly. Unfortunately, 
Mr. Carter is not able, or wilting, 
to maintain the scientific attitude 
throughout; and at last we find him 
.asserting, in not unfamiliar tones, 
that “weakness, whether moral or 
physical, is the unpardonable sin of 
political life.” 

However, the whole point of Mr. 
Carter’s book would be lost if we 
thought of him only as a. member 
of the once younger generation who 
has read Carlyle or Nietzsche. Mr. 
Carter has made the painful descent 
from the heights of Wilisonian ideal- 
ism to the Avernus of his present 
skepticism along a chute plentifully 
bestrewn with actual and non-book- 
ish splinters. Like so many others 
who -emerged from college about 
3914, full of high hopes and good 
intentions, he has been made to 
suffer. If like his contemporaries in 
the arts he has an abhorrence of illu- 
sion and sentimentality, it is because 
he knows by sad experience how 
vulnerable they are and how they 
ache when they are pricked. 

Mr. Carter acquired his earlier 
ideals at Yale. He lost them “in the 
Department of State at Washington, 
in the American Embassy at Rome, 
under Thomas Nelson Page, Robert 
Underwood Johnson and Richard 
Washburn Child, and in Constanti- 
nople under Rear Admiral Mark 
Bristol.” He also lost some while 
abroad in the interest of the Insti- 
tute of Politics of Williamstown, and 
others as a correspondent of The 
London Daily Chronicle and as a 
member of the staff of THE 
NEw YORK TIMES. 

These employments.f[as he says} 

provided me with opportunities for 

acquiring experience of the world 
of people and of politics, some 
authentic knowledge of diplomacy 
and journalism and some contact 
with the mechanics of life. My 
true sources for this book, there- 
fore, include ten years of youth in 

a dozen different countries and a 

score of cities. 

It was “ten years of youth” in a 
decade and an environment that had- 
even less than the usual considera- 
tion for the dreams of youth. Not 
aH-that was young and aspiring fell 
in Flanders; some survived to be 
drowned in teacups, smothered in 
oil, strangled by red tape, talked to 
death by strangely surviving emi- 
nent Victorians. Beneath Mr. Carter’s stern 
practicality one detects the tragic under- 
tones of a swan song. 

“This is an age,” he says in his first sen- 
tence, “which holds strongly to the belief 
that man is perfectible, that war can be 
abolished and that peace is the highest aim 
of civilization.” The thesis of his book is 
that this belief is not well founded. 

War {he asserts] is inherent in the At- 
lantic way of life. And war will persist 
until the Atlantic races achieve a spiritual 
abdication in which they will prefer to 
abandon to others the fruit of their labors, 
scorn to receive more than they give, cast 
aside their present ideals of manhood and

Graham gently, 
measure a tramp by the time taken 
rather than by the miles. if a hun- 
dred miles is covered in a week it is 
a tonger tramp than if it is rushed 
in three days.

“However,” he adds almost ruefully, 
“it in hardly possible to walk less

he forbid remaining all day in one 
place—-one place, let us say, twenty- 
five feet square, shaded and watered 
and reasonably secluded, with an ac- 
tive companion who enjoys collect- 
ing wood, building fires and cooking 
pancakes mixed with generous 
quantities of milk and sugar.

He speaks of coffee 
and sugar sprinklings in the chaste, 
disorderly rucksack. But what of 
cocoa, that fine, staining. penetrat- 
ing powder that renders a tramper 
odoriferous for weeks on end? Are 
not Mr. Graham's shirt« smeared 
with cocoa?

The unfortunate thing which he 
finds is that he first has to build his 
own citadel -for Puritanism before 
he can assail it.

He gives old 
dipsomaniac John Pentland a mad

Aunt Cassie Struthers (an admirable 
caricature of the New England vir- 
ginal. meddlesome gossip)—and then 
—to make his position even stronger 
—he adds the discovery that there is 
not a single drop of Pentland blood 
in the old family, due to an unsus- 
pected bar sinister. What he means 
to portray, therefore, is a group of 
people dominated by a desiccated 
ideal. 

It occurred to Olivia for the first 
time how immense and terrible a 
thing was that environment, the

Olivia Pentland, born a McDonnell

But. Anson—anemic, boring, prig- 
gish—replies that “there’s such a 
thing as honor and tradition.” This, 
alas! is true; and the tale ends with 
Olivia burning the bridges of her 
romance with O’Hara and—though 
not a Pentland in blood—compelled 
to carry on the Pentland ideals. Her 
only revenge is to help her daughter 
Sybil to elope with Lily Shane’s il- 
legitimate son and thus find her hap- 
piness in the ess of 
the old Pentland trait of “living vi- 
cariously.” 

Now, all this would be well enough 
if Mr. Bromfield did not mean it to 

New England. In that 
light, “Early Autumn” is a satire 
and not a straightforward novel. The 
New Engiand which demands a mad 
grandmother, a grandfather who 
drinks himself dead drunk every so 
often, and the terrible Aunt Cassie, 
is Mr. Bromfield’s own.

“Early Autumn” reveals again 
Louis Bromfield’s unfailing fertility 
in apprehending and expounding hu- 
man character and motives. It is a 
t istinguished gift and one 
which ghould lead him far. But this 
book shows signs of haste and 
carelessness. He rarely refers to one 
man, Bishop Struthers Smallwood, 
without calling him “the Apostle to 
the Genteel.” Similar repetitions de- 
tract from his effect. The novel as 
a whole has not the drive or scope of 
the first two books; incident is 
strung together with admirable fa- 
cility—but the pattern of the whole’ 
conforms too exactly to. the earlier 
novels. Worst of all, there ia a 
grudge, or a grievance, behind the

HE genial editor emeritus of 

The London Spectator is no 

stranger to American readers, 

who came long since to re- 

gard him as a most depend- 
able and useful liaison officer be- 
tween this country and England. 
His chief concern has been with 
matters literary and social, in which 
fields, if his standards of judgment 
have been high and rigid, he has 
always expressed his opinions with 
scrupulous care not to offend, Some 
of his countrymen, he informs us in 
“American Soundings,” have accused 
him of being overenthusiastic about 
America and Americans. “As my 
English friends put it,” he writes, 
“*You ought not to be allowed to 
cross the Atlantic. It encourages 
you in all your worst mental vices, 
and, besides, you will have done real 
harm.’” These friends further opine 
that we, Mr. Strachey’s hosts, se- 
cretly accuse him of being a 
“falze-hearted hypocrite.” By such 
candor on the part of the London 
editor. his American critic is, per- 
force, disarmed in advance, Mr. 
Strachey, very naturally. throwing 
himself on his mercy. It looks like 
something of a trap. Probably, how- 
ever, it is merely badinage, and if 
its perpetrator expects to escupe he- 
hind so flimsy a screen, he is vastly 
mistaken.

The genesis of “American Sound-. 


ings” was a journey to these shores 
made not so long since. The jour- 
was undertaken not for the 
purpose of writing a book, but be- 
cause of a wholly genuine belief on 
the part of Mr. Strachey- t there 
is in America much worthy of study 
and appreciation. This in itself is 
a different spirit than is sometimes 
shown by visitors to our shores. 
Writes. Mr. Strachey: 


If English people (and we are 
sure he is not confining his re- 
mark to English people) can only 
be induced to learn the simple 
_secret which I learned, that they 
are being asked (by American 
hosts and hostesses) to share in 
the pomp and circumstance, the 
rush and the giory of the great 
new Continent unfurled to music

In those words, “the rush and the, 


glory,” will be found, we believe, 
the key .to the author's approach 
to his American experience. Before 
he left England he had a certain 
faith in America. and his book, with 
its modest title, “Soundings,” is a 
record of evidence confirming or 
modifying that faith. 

Mr. Strachey’s volume is given 


very little to description. He found 


himself interested not in scenic ex- 
ternalities, but in mental realities. 
He is intensely preoccupied in re- 
ducing to a formula the ultimate 
difference between. the European 
and the American. The people of 
the Continent act as they think and 
speak; with the English and the 
American exactly the opposite is 
true. And it is because this is not 
understood on the Continent that 
the Angio-Saxon—the term is here 
used as a simple covering device—is 


so frequently regarded as perfidious. 


Mr. Strachey further explains him- 
self thus: 


A modern instance is to be 
fonnd im the attitude of America 
toward the great war. At the be- 
‘ ginning the majority of the popu- 
lation thought and talked on Wil- 
sonian lines. It was their duty to 
be neutral. They did not want to 
fight. They did not raise their 
sons to. be soldiers. * * * Then the 
call to action came, and with it 
a complete negation of all the 
previous thinking and _ talking. 
The contrast between the theory 
and the practice was complete. 


Just how correct is Mr. Strachey

“Tropic Death,”’ the title story, 
brings in the negro who has aban- 
doned African mrysteries for British 
Nonconformist chapels, and has be- 
gun to ape the pernicketiness and 
respectability of the lower middle- 
ciass Britisher. The fate which over- 
takes the unfortunate family is all 
the more dreadful for its implied 
impact upon a heightened sensitive- 
ness. “The Yellow One” is a gem of 
a story of sultry, tropical eroticism. 
“The Wharf Rats” is a terrifying 
vision of sudden death in the water, 
between the irresistible teeth of a 
shark. Miss Buckner, sitting on 
“The Palm Porch,” exemplifies cer- 
tain aptitudes of the white man in 
the tropics, and the hideous mean- 
inglessness of life in that fetid coun- 
try. “Subjection” gives another angle 
the conquest of the Canal Zone. 

“Tropic Death” maintains an al- 
most Olympian detachment toward 
human affairs. Yet the dramas, the 
tragedies, the sardonic comedies of 
these mystified, helpless blacks are 
unendurably. poignant. Mr. Wal- 
rond has brought a creative vision 
and a pleasingly bizarre skill with 
words to his undertaking. He has 
made a book which excites and dis- 
turbs, oppresses andenchants the 
reader.

E numerous addicts of Eliza- 
beth, Countess Russell, need not 
be told that she couldn't write an 

unsatisfactory novel if she tried; but 
in the first half of the “Introduction 
to Sally” she has done her best to 
achieve this impossibility. There is 
the familiar reckless perverse humor 
that can wring a laugh out of any- 
thing and everything, but the sub- 
ject matter is not exactly meat for 
merriment. No doubt anything. may 
be, and everything should 
be, laughed at, but some topics need 
to be handled with care. The sure 
hand that made “The Pastor’s Wife” 
a *masterpiece of laughing tragedy 
and steadily built up out of smiles 
and chuckles the horrible Everard 
Wemyss of “Vera” has this time 
failed to preserve the illusion. 

For Sally, one is told, is the in-

Mr. Hargrave 
has handled his comedy of. the 
upper middle class—or should we say 
the wealthy middie class—with a 
light touch: His humor is droll and 
his: satirical applications of irony are 
gentile. Leeta is quite human, and 
refuge in melodrama is not--neces- 
sary in this competently managed 
novel. Ali in all, “And Then Came 
Spring” is a graceful, entertaining, 
light novel of the comedy of man- 
ners in the post-war years.

IS book of short stories by the 

author of “The Moon and Six- 

pence” has nothing whatever to 
do with its botanical title, as Mr. 
Maugham is at pains to explain in 
a preface which explains nothing 
else, but is dedicated to those Eng- 
lish traders and officials who “‘in 
the spacious East attach so much - 
importance to a Parish Pump” and 
“go so far afield as the Celebes only 
} to find themselves in Bedford Park.” 
This basic idea provides Mr. Maug- 
ham with material for six smoothly 
constructed, tailor-made short sto- 
ries, in the conventional pattern and 
with just that touch of color which 
is now permitted by Lendon haber- 
dashers. Accordingly, while three 
of the stories hinge upon murder 
and three upon miscegenation, the 
elements of blood and lust are 
adapted to the limpidity of the out- 
put of the Parish Pump and the tex- 
ture of the narratives could with 
perfect propriety be exhibited in 
Bedford Park. 

Of the six titles in this collection, 
“The Force of Circumstance” is head 
and shoulders above the others. It 
deals with-a white wife's reaction 
to the fact that her husband, . before 
coming: home to marry, had raised 
a hailf-breed family in his little sta- 
tion at Borneo. When Doris, the 
wife, leaves Guy in disgust, he re- 
turns to his white man’s burden, in 
the shape of a Malay concubine, 
with sorrow but without hesitation.

T is now two years and more 
since an untimely death after a 
long illness ended the work of 

Arthur Clutton-Brock when he had 
just come into the full and fine ma-. 
turity of his mental powers. But his 
several posthumous books, together 
with wider knowledge of those previ- 
ously published, have so increased 
the regard of readers for him that 
his reputation is growing rather 
than waning since his death. In his 
introduction Canon Streeter throws 
some light on the significance of the 
essays in this book as an expression 
of the philos.»phy of life to which the 
author was attaining. “The collec- 
tion of essnys here printed,” he 
says, “is thus a torso, an unfinished 
attempt to find a new and construc- 
tive philosophy of religion.” It was 
through his esthetic sense, his keen

It must be ageless, like 
the Avenue. Yet in a day when not 
even a church is soundly permanent, 
change comes to the Waldorf. 

If you would have luncheon in a 
great cool room, beside a window 
looking out upon opposite currents of 
the world’s richest thoroughfare< 
almost in reach of your ham, you 
must do it soon. If you would pa- 
rade, observed and observant, down 
“peacock alley” or await an appoint- 
ment in the lounge at the foot of 
the great staircase, do not delay too 
long; for if you de neither “peacock 
alley” nor the lounge may be there. 
When the skilled trades finish with 
the ground floor of the Waldorf 
‘here will be a veneer of small shops 
2li along its Fifth Avenue and 
Thirty-fourth Street sides. Lavish 
neckties may decorate the spot 
where your favorite window table 
mee stood; and y lingerie may 
x,ommand a prince’s ransom in a 
smart little shop destined to replace 
the lounge. 

For many,

The Avenue is the Main Street of 
the nation, by acclamation the offi- 
cia] parade ground. But with what 
reluctance this. beautiful lady now 
consents to processions that do her 
honor! She prefers to have no pa- 
rades, however grand—or at any rate 
very few parades. People may come 
to town with the loosest, purse- 
strings in the world, and the most 
definite intentions. Happen on 2 
great spectacle, they look; with 
backs turned to the shops and their 
seductive window displays, they live 
through their eyes for an hour. 
After that, shopping seems somehow 
less important. There is no better 
forecaster of human behavior than 
Fifth Avenue; she knows that after 
such an emotional debauch as a 
great parade provides we have holi- 
day, not buying, impulses. 

Then there are other multitudes of 
persons who, like Marco Polo of old, 
have a taste for travel, for seeing 
things for themselves. Missourians, 
they must be shown. The wielder of 
the megaphone roars at them, “On 
our r-r-r-ight, ladies and gentiemen, 
we have——” They drink in endless 
sights through the retina with a 
thirst never quenched. America’s

Fifth Avenue is becoming your 
street and mine. Because there are 
so many of us, we can support this 
ageless beauty in the style to which 
she has become accustomed. 


Back to the Masses 


She has lost none of her brilliancy 
by becoming our street. Day by day, 
now in her one hundred and first 
year, she flashes more brilliantly for 
her multitudes than she ever did in 
the soberer and more conventionally 
correct early days of. brownstone 
fronts, brass-mounted harness, top 
hats and tight-laced waists. 


It may be fitting that Fifth Ave- 
nue is coming back to the multitude. 
Her origin was lowly enough. Her 
beginnings were partly in a potters’ 
field and partly in a sparkling brook. 

The relentless march of realty 
values has changed Fifth Avenue 
steadily, from generation to genera- 
tion—and it is that which is bringing 
about still further changes today.

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Jewelers and vilversmiths there are 
on the Avenue today; but when gen- 
tlemen of Maiden Lane, who need no 
Aladdin's lamp to conjure into sight 
chests of precious jewels, decide upon 
a northward hegira they go not to~ 
the Avenue. but to less expensive 
quarters “around: the corner.’ So 
we have a new jewelry centre grow- 
ing west of the Avenue; a publish- 
ing colony blooming “around the cor- 
ner”; a gigantic music family al- 
ready in full voice on West Fifty- 
seventh. 

Not even orchids can hold their 
Place upon America’s golden thor- 
oughfare. One shop which has de- 
livered trainloads of exotic blooms it 
its time is now about to make way 
for a restaurant with a front win- 
dow grill.

Millions an Acre 


Millions, perhaps. in the- United 
States are housed on lots 50 by 125 
feet. if you could plunk = your 
plot down at a good tocation on 
Fifth Avenue it would be worth 
$2,000,000.

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TAGORE FINDS THE WEST LACKS — 
— Famous Poet of the East Believes, Is Besetting Sin of Europe and America—Spirit of 
_ Nationalism and Imperialism Is. Deplored—Japan, Too, Comes in for Some Criticism :

Rabindranath Tagore is often 
called a “mystic.” But he strikes

“human kindness to be nrystical in 
quite the usual sense. 

Abruptly he atraightened and 
leaned forward. Then, slowly, in a 
voice that spoke the English tongue 
in accents making every word clear 
and musical, he repeated again the 
-questidn: “What does Asia think of 
Christian civilization?’ And now the 
‘answer was forthcoming. 

“Europe,” he began, “has lost 
prestige tremendously throughout all 
"Asia, and “Asiatics are more than 
ever convinced that, spiritually, Eu- 
‘dpe has nothing to give thein. Asia, 
in the ‘yéars’ gone by, used to look 
‘upon Europe with something akin to 
reverence. Today Asia thinks that 
Europe does not speak the truth. 


Magnificent Dreams 


. “As a boy I looked eagerly forward 
fo the time when I should pay my 
_tirst visit fo Europe. I dreamed of 
magnificent things there—not mate- 
.elal things, but fine thoughts, fine 
éharacteristics. F looked forward to 
- Meeting there people with consciefices 
that guided mot only the individual 
but the nation. I had, however, 
- counted too much upon the spirit ual- 
fty that seemed to abound in the 
early days of the nineteenth century, 
when Keats and Shelley and Byrou 
and a host of others seemed to be 
sounding a trumpet cali to higher 
things: They had fired my imagina- 
tion with ideals.

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The First Shot at Concord.

HE last of the stained glass 
| pote’ has been -placed in 
" the Valley Forge sanctuary, 

known as the Washington 
Memorial Chapel. The rays of the 
Autumn sun filter through the panes 
that picture the story of the man 
whose- wisdom welded the starved 
and tattered troops of the Thirteen 
States into a spirited army, and 
whose soul breathed into it the cour- 
age that carried it from the miser- 
able hours in Valley Forge to ulti- 
mate victory. 

The rough and unpretentious ex- 
terior scarcely prepares one for the 
exquisite loveliness of the interior of 
the little building. It stands within 
the site of the encampment where 
the brave army weathered the snows 
and winds of the Winter of 1777- 
1778. The arches of the cloister bays 
took out upon a tract now wooded 
where the deep depressions of the

Set in the wondrous scenic beauty

stones of the facade; no ornaments 
soften them; in the entrance porch 
gre gun breaches.

For more than 1,000 miles 
beyond Manfos (or well 
over 2,000 miles from the 
mouth of the river) the 
Amazon is navigable even 
by large  ocean-going 
steamers. For this reason ~ 
one sees little of primitive 
dife, human or animal, 
along the banks of the 
main river, though one 
knows that only a few 
miles in the interior on 
either side begins the un-— 
known and the unexplored. 

The virgin jungle. reaches 
down to the water's edge, 
but every now and again 
it is broken hy a few huts 
representing a white set- 
tlement in which live two 
or three Brazilians who try 
to eke out an existence by 
gathering rubber from the 
surrounding forests. 

The most important set- 
tlement at which we 
stopped was the metrepo- 
lis known as Remate-de- 
Males. In this land of 
fond ilusions and high-. 
sounding titles it was re- 
freshing to meet a name 
such as this, which means 
“the Culmination of Evils.” 
The “city” consists of a 
long line of rickety huts, 
,» the lower parts of which 
are submerged in the an- 
nual floods. We saw no signs of agri- 
culture; the inhabitants seemed to be 
content to loaf indoors. The chief 
activity waa on the part of the pigs, 
always busy looking for food.- But 
the price of rubber was soaring, and 
while the roofs remained leaky and 
the walls caved in, the female inhabi- 
tants put on. silk stockings and 
ftrilled dresses, the male uncorked 
crampagne bottles to welcome the 
arrival of the boat. 

A day or two later, while still on 
the Amazon, we crossed the boun- 
dary between Brazil.and Peru. In 
good time we reached Iquitos, the 
capital of Peruvian Amazonas. Iqui- 
tos lies at the end of ocean-going 
navigation, a little below the point 
where the two “source rivers” con- 
verge. Like other Amazonian cities, 
luntifos would be shocked by the ap- 
pearance of a real live Indian in its 
mils’. though there are many wild

Indians living a few miles away in 
the forests. 

‘The only means of communication 
between the town and the jungle is 
that supplied by the strange and 
wild “rubber men'’—half - breeds 
mostly. These men, after they have 
spent every penny they possess in 
riotous living, secure on credit a 
supply of trade goods and go out 
into the distant wilds to fight with 


to bribe and browhbeat others into 
securing. for them the precious 
rubber. — 
Bursting Repressions 

Many of these men never come 
back; they are lost in the jungle, 
succumb to disease or else fall a 
prey to the Indians whom they have 
pursued so long. Others, more 
lucky, return at the end of six 
months or a year, laden with rubber. 
They are—in ‘modern jargon—burst- 
ing with repression of long-inhibited 
desires, and the rioting starts once 
more. But of what they have done 
or seen or learned one hears «urious- 
ly little. The lore of the forest re- 
mains uncommunicated. 
The native tribes in this region 
possess many curious customs which 
distinguish them markedly from the 
Indians of the northwest Amazon 








Basin, through which we had jour- 


neyed. Several.of the tribes prac- 
tice curious initiation rites. For ex- 
ample, they subject girls to nameless 
torments. when they reach maturity. 
One tribe, the Vampire Indians, are 
credited with cannibalistic ‘orgies in 
which they do not eat the flesh but 
suck out the blood of their enemies. 
Th: Jivaro Indians are of interest 
because of their remarkable talents 
im preparing shrunken heads. When 
an enemy has been slain, these In- 
dians are able to extract the bones 
of the skull and shrink the decap- 
itated head to the size of an orange, 
yet leaving the features perfectly 
preserved. In this mummified state 
these ghastly trophies last indef- 
initely. 

It was possible for us to stay only 
a short time in the region of which 
Iquitos is the centre. We had. to 
push on as rapidly as possible so as 
to get over the Andes and into the 





certain of the unfriendly Indians and 


old land of the-Incas. The next two 


weeks of the journey could still be 
accomplished by water, s0 we em- 
barked once more, this time on a 
littie river launch. Shortly after 
leaving Iquitos we came to the point 
of junction of the Marafion and 
Ucayali rivers. Geographers are 
still, in doubt as to which of these 
rivers is to be considered the true 
source of the Amazon, but we chose 
to traverse the latter, as it is naviga- 
ble for a much greater distance. 

There are very few. people who 
care to undertake the journey from 
Iquitos to Lima, the capital of Peru, 
directly, owing to the enormous dif- 
ficulties on the way. They prefer 
to go down the Amazon.to its mouth, 
then through the Panama-Canal and 
s0 make their way down the West 
Coast. 

As we chugsged up the river in a 
cloud of stinging gnats the tiny set- 
tlements became more rare. The In- 
dians were more plentiful and more 
primitive. And at last we were 
forced to eal upon Indian aid. We 
had gone up tributaries and sub- 
tributaries until the river was so 
shallow that even our little tub could 
go no further. We had to trust our 
ives end gends'to trek antive cances 





comfort our journey was far from 


manned by forest dwellers. 


In spite of occasional pioneers into 
the jungle, the Indians of this region 
are still a much feared group, and 
we had been: especially warned. to 
keep our pistols and rifles ready for 
use at the first sign of treachery. 
This we did. Probably as a result 
of this precaution—one taken rather 
ostentatiously—we reached Jessupe, 
our immediate destination, in safety. 
From here we could see the long line 
of the first outranges of the Andes. 
After thonths of the swamped and 
flooded jungle we were face to face 
with the stupendous mountains that 
barred our way to the Pacific. 

Ans Almost Invisible Trail 

At Jessupe, a great city, with onée 
house. and perhaps five inhabitants, 
I was able to arrange for nine mules 
to carry my little party over the 
mountains. ~

The United States Bureau of Navi- 
gation recently reported the num- 
ber of tank ships in the world, of 
500 tons gross or more, as 961. Of 
these, 391 are owned in the United 
States, more than are under the flag 
of any other one country. The 
greater part of -this fleet, virtually 
all of the American tankers, has 
come into existence within ten years. 

Though the rise of this great

The engines of this vessel are 
controlied directly from the bridge.

The 
Van Dyke was formerly the Shipping 
Board’s steamship Allentown: her 
owners are so well pleased with her 
that they have bought from the 
Government three sister ships which 
they will convert in the same way. 


The Tanker’s Distinction 


To the casual observer the distinc- 
tive external characteristic of the 
tanker is that the smokestack and 
superstructure for the crew's quar- 
ters ate placed aft instead of amid- 
ships. On the Great Lakes many 
steamships of this type are used for 
carrying grain, ore and other car- 
goes in bulk, but on the high seas a 
smokestack aft almost invariably 
signifies a tanker. The reason for 
this form of construction is pri- 
marily as a protection against fire. 
The engines and fuel tanks are 
segregated in the after part of the 
ship, and between this and the cargo 
tanks forward is a cofferdam filled 
with water, to absorb the heat. If 
the engine room were amidships, as 
in most other vessels, space would 
have to be taken for two coffer- 
dams, and even then the isolation 
would be less complete. 

Fire is a foe against which one 
must be ever on guard aboard an oil 
tanker, for although externally a 
vessel may look clean, dangerous 
gases are always generating. Smok- 
ing by members of the crew is for- 
bidden except within their quarters. 

Fire. at sea, dreadful m any kind 
of vessel, becomes: many times more 
frightful on a tanker. The saving

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EX-KAISER’S PALACE NOW AN. 


Germany Has Restored Many Historic 
Rooms to Original Beauty, Often 
Changed for a Royal Whim 


By HERMAN G. SCHEFFAUER 
BERLIN. 
T is one of the ironies of history 
that republican Germany should 
restore, here in the very heart 
and home of the Fatheriand’s 
most powerful dynasty, the ancient 
aspect and outer habit of : 
rooms in which royalty once ” lived, 
loved, reigned and@ died. And this 
it has done with reverent hand and 
painstaking fidelity. But also it is 
‘perhaps part of the new democratic 
spirit of things that all that is medi- 
eval, princély, royal or imperial 
should henceforth. have only a 
historical, an artistic or an archae- 
ological interest. 

These haunts of the former Kinger 
and Emperors are now shells, sar- 
cophagi and tombs. Thé life has gone 
out of them. .- The palaces of kings 
have become the history books of the 
people. The castles have become the 
museums of Demos, who now reigns 
King under another name. 

At the end of Unter den Linden, 
in Berlin, the huge imperial palace 
bulks four-square along the River 
Spree. It is surmounted by a dome 
that reminds one of St. Peter’s at 
Rome, or of the cupola of one of our 
own orthodox State capitals. The 
age-old copper of this dome has 
softened to a wonderful emerald 
verdigris in color, and above glitters 
a golden cross. The main portal that 
leads into the great irregular stone- 
paved court, with ita gloomy eques- 
trian statue of St. George, is built 
like a triumphal arch and is the 
work of EKosander von Géthe, a 
famous architect who haiied from 
Gothiand. The whole gigantic build- 
ing, consisting of two great quad- 
rangies, ig like a palimpsest—a treas- 
ure-house of records of the past— 
one over another. 

Berlin, which hag _ ruthiessly 
scrapped most of its old buildings, 
possesses a precious hisforical monu- 
ment in this great stope schioss. 
Five centuries have rolled over' it, 
each depositing layers of history and 
art. The first palace, built in 1443 
by Frederick II, the Prince-Elector 
- of Brandenburg, was only a prince’s 
palace. The medieval structure ‘was 
pulled down in 1538 by Joachim II, 
though certain parts of the old build- 
ing still remain. ‘Later the Prince- 
Efectors of Brandenburg, the Prussia 
of that day, became kings and their 
palace became a royal one. 
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Every. successive ruler built, re- 
built, altered or added to the great 
pile, the interior undergoing con- 
stant transformations. In 1870, as 
befitted the elevation of the German 
King to the rank of Kaiser, the 
No sooner had William IT ascended 
the German throne as a young man, 
than his pomp-loving nature began 
to leave its mark upon the venerable 
edifice, especially the interior. 
Generations of famous architects 
have exercised their genius on the 
different halls, rooms and chambers, 
changing and remodeling them re- 
peatedly at the behests of rulers. A 
stroll through the corridors, galleries

and chains of royal rooms recalis; 


various historical epochs, architec- 
tural styles and famous rulers. Some 
are warm and others cold and for- 
bidding. The White Lady. haunts this 
palace of a thousand rooms. She 
was said always to walk at midnight 
when death was coming to some 
kingty tenant of -the schloss. Now 
that the ancient dynasty has ceased 
to rule, the pale lady will no doubt 
be able to rest in peace. : :

“He was a great Governor for all 
of that,” said Mr. Sioan,. “a tail, 
‘awkward sort of man.

But a nephew 
contested its provisions and adjust- 
ment lingered in the courts until a 
year or two ago. About $2,000,000

long life. By 1855 he was a leader 
of the New York bar and a rising 
power in his party, which had sent 
him to the Assembly.

It was believed that he could 
have almost any reward within the 
Democratic gift, but the year of 
1855 brought sore disapprintnient. 
Then 41, he ran for Attorney Gen- 
eral and was badly defeated, both 
the Republican and Temperance can- 
didates getting a better vote, 

For a while Tilden determined to 
give up public life and cleave to the 
practice of law, in which he had be- 
come notably successful and had 
earned a considerable fortune. But 
public affairs inveigied him again. 
In the dark days of 1860, upon the 
eve of civil war, he wrote a letter 
which filled eight columns of the 
newspapers. In this broadside he ar- 
raigned the Republican Party for fos- 
tering sectionalism and said that the 
“logical result would be to put the 
Southern States in the position of a 
conquered nation.” __ 


Political Courage 


Instantly his pronouncement ran 
from end to end of the country. It 
was a masterly political document 
and required courage of no mean 
order. Lincoln must have pondered 
that document with more than cas- 
ual interest. But the impending war 
was beyond the efforts of any man 
to avoid. South Carolina seceded, 
the flames burst forth, and Tilden. 
advised Lincoln to muster 500,000 
men at the first call instead of 
75.000. But his support of the Union 
did not save him from many gibes. 
The truth of the matter would seem 
to be that Tilden was a mian of large 
sympathies, deeply grieved by the 
strife in his country. 

The flowering of his career was to 
be deferred until the Civil War had 
ended. He became Chairman of the 
Democratic State Committee, aiweys 
a post of power.and honor. Another 
figure also stood forth upon the. po- 
litical horizon of that time. William 
M. Tweed, the boldest of bosses, a 
strange and baffling man, held the 
destinies of New York in his hand. 
It would he interesting to know how 
Tilden ever became State Chairman 
with Tweed entrenched in Tammany.

HARMING and useful, the cor- 
* ner cupboard is again becom- 
ing-an indispensable piece of 
furniture in American houscholds. 
In this vogue furniture history is 
distinctly repeating itself, for a hun- 
dred and fifty years ago and more 
every dining room had at least one 
of these attractive pieces of furni- 
ture. Today, whether the room is 
in early American, late eighteenth 
century or Empire style, a type of 
corner cupboard to fit into the en- 
semble is available. Antiques are 
obtainable; but for those who wish 
new furniture excellent reproduc- 
tions are being made from the sim- 
plest example in pine to beautiful 
designs in inlaid mahogany. 

The portable corner cupboard, 
whether an ‘old one found in an an- 
tique shop or its modern reproduc- 
tion, seems a peculiarly useful piece 
of furniture in these days of migra. 
tory households, when October may 
mean a new apartment with adjust- 
ments necessary to make furniture 
fit into new conditions. A cupboard 
in the corner; cheerfully displaying 
its colorful Staffordshire ware or 
Bennington ornaments or Pennsyl- 
vania German pottery, goesx a long 
way toward lending the new room 
at once a homey and settled air.

For, of course, a corner cupboard 
in the dining room presupposes that 
there is blue Canton ware or Sun- 
deriand luster china to place on its.

The 
typical] taxi horn at present is pre- 
cisely opposite in character from the 
one designated by M. Morain. It is 
not sonorous, it is not uniform, its 
key is rather high and its sounds 


tare prolonged to quite unnecessary 


length. 
Unframed Regulations 


M. Morain apparently has not yet 
forbidden the cabs to turn around in 
the centre of the street amid two 
thick limes of traffic, nor taken steps 
to prevent them occasionally dashing 
around a corner on the left side. 
Some such regulations, long enforced 
in New York, might help, even in re- 
ducing the unpleasant noises of the 
city. For, annoying as are the horns 
of the cabs, it is equally irritating to 
be waked by a crash that seems to 
shake the building, and, looking out, 
to discover several policemen push- 
ing aside broken glass and extricat- 
ing passengers and drivers from two 
crumpled machines, 

On the morrow of one such wreck 
recently in the Boulevard Raspail, a 
crowd gathered about the remnants 
®6f two beautiful French motor cars 
and discussed with a smiling but po- 
litically non-committal policeman 
whether it would not be worth while 
to make those responsible pay a 
round gum into the “caisse d’amortis- 
sement,” the sinking fund for saving 
the franc. It is a suggestion that 
the authorities might consider. It 
might save motor cars and lives, if 
not the franc. 

Perhaps 2% of the peculiarly 
sharp qualify of the taxicab horns, 
perhaps because of the rather small- 
er volume of traffic, the noises of 
Paris seem more intermittent and, on 
the whole, more noticeable than 
those of New York. In the more 
crowded parts’ of New York there 
rises a constant roar—subways, ele- 
vated trains, trolley cars and contin- 
uous vehicle traffic. A roar, if rela- 
It is 
like the humming of a dynamo. In 
Paris one seems to hear a chorus of 
shrieking taxis,- then the rumble of 
a bus’or-a trolley. When the corner 
policeman releases a line of vehicles, 
there is an outburst of warning 
sounds as it gets mto motion, which 
ee only to commence again. 

single taxicab seems to fil the 
rt with noise. 

There are, of course, no elevated 
lines. The subways are not heard 
from the surface, being deeper than 
New York’s. Moreover, the trains 
make less noise, since there is no 
equivalent of our subway expresses. 
The bridges over the Seine are of 
stone and so give no such vibrating 
rattle as the suspension bridges over 
the East River. Possibly it would

be better if they did: for thus the 
sounds of the city might be a bit 
more.even and less perceptible. 

Some sounds that have been known 
to irritate New Yorkers are ex- 
tremely rare in Paris—notably graph- 
ophones and radio loud speakers. 
There are occasional graphophones in 
little cafés. They are sure to be 
working on the night of July 14, 
when Paris. dances in the streets, 
watches. fireworks on the Pont Neuf 
and makes all the noise it happens to 
feel like making—which is usually a 
great deal. But neighbors do not 
turn on the jazz band, via phono- 
graph or radio, just as one is con- 
templating a night's rest. The radio, 
while growing in popularity, is not 
yet universal, and the loud speakers 
are not so loud. One seldom hears 
them. 

Certain of the street noises of 
Paris characteristic of an earlier 
day, some having been heard daily 
for centuries, have remained, though 
drowned out in many sections by the 
mechanical sounds of the modern 
city. The chair mender not long ago 
successfully defended his right to re- 
tain the little trumpet on which he 
plays a plaintive melody while mak- 
ing his rounds, with a small tool 
Chest and a supply of cane material] 
suspended from his shoulders. A po- 
liceman with a rather too fastidious 
ear decided to interfere with this 
type of advertisement, traditional in 
the craft; but his superiors at the 
Prefecture declined to uphold him. 
So the bagpipe-like tune of the rem- 
pailleur continues to contribute its 
odd refrain to the orchestration of 
electrified and motorized Paris. 

The old clothes buyer—sometimes 
& man, sometimes a@ woman-—may 
still be heard crying. “Marchand 
a@’habits,” while pushing a cart la- 
den with purchases. The women 
flower vendors often cry their wares, 
especially in the Spring when lilies 
of the valley are offered on almost 
every corner at. ridiculously low 
prices. The slogan of the trade— 
“Muguet porte bonheur’—is some- 
times written on a placard, some- 
times repeated by the merchants, 
until one almost begins to believe it. 

Many poets have been fascinated 
by the calls and the chants of the 
street merchants of Paris. A recent 
collection of those prevalent in the 
sixteenth century exhibits a curious 
mixture of antiquated French slang 
and picturesque diction. Often they 
were in-rhyme, like this song of the 
girl milk distributor: 


Au matin, pour commencement, 

Ie crie du laict pour les nourrices, 
Pour nourrir les petits enfants, . 
Dissant: Ca tost le pot, nourrice. ~ 


‘It toasts the pail’’ evidently was 
a way of indicating that the milk 
was so fresh as to retain its natural 
warmth. ‘ 

One of the most pleasing sounds 
heard in the Paris of today is the 
song of the pinson, a sort of thrush 
seldom seen in cities, that in early 
Spring trills from the top of the 
Chapel of the Sorhonne at sunrise. 
It is a moment when taxis become 


silent, and those who dwell in the | 3 


Palace de la Sorbonne scarcely ob- 
ject to being awakened by the bird— 
if only to discover that there is a 
time when a taxi horn was not to be 
heard. 

M. Morain apparently hopes that 
the-taxi horns, when they are made 
‘‘sonorous and uniform,’’ may at- 
tain a comparable harmony, emit- 
ting day and night a tide of sound 
that will pour over the city, and 
across the fortifications into the 
suburbs, without disturbing the 
work or the sleep of the residents 
of this capital which has been 
beautified for the eye with so-much 
care.

were accustomed to gather here for 
conversation with their sovereigns. A 
beautiful drawing room, one of the 
masterpieces of neo-classic architec- 
ture of the great Schinkel, with 
statuettes by Tieck and round panel 
frescoes by well-known artists, it 
had originally served as a concert- 

room for Frederick the Great. 

This architectural expression of 
Greek feeling had also been altered 
under the last ruler, first by being 
divided into. two living rooms, and 
then. again in 1916-17 by being 
“adapted” into a hall for military re- 
ports to be made to the Emperor. 
By Dr. Arnhold Hildebrandt and co- 
operating architects, to .whom_ be- 
longs the‘ credit of fitting out and 
restoring the old rooms, this has 
been restored to its original beauty 
and proportion. 

The Star Reom, or Sternsaal, 
another Schinkel apartment, dating 
from the days of Frederick the 
Great. This room takes its name 
from the circles of stars that radiate 
from the centre chandelier, gradually 
increasing in size. The walis are of 
artificial marble, the doors of gilded 
bronze—a symphony of white and 
gold. When the apartments for the 
young Kaiser were prepared in 1888 
the clear white spaces between the 
pilasters were covered with red silk, 
in order to have sufficient wall space 
for the hanging of oil paintings. 
This room was, however, little al- 
tered. 

The Kaiser’s study, formerly the 
antechamber to the audience-room 
of Frederick the Great, is an exam- 
ple of the Byzantine taste which 
characterized the last monarch. He 
ordered the walls to be covered with 
an atrocious stamped leather of bi- 
zarre pattern, and the clashing incon- 
gruity of styles is heightened by a 
clumsy stove of: modern rococo de- 
sign. The centre of this room is 
now occupied by a huge writing-desk 
constructed out of the wood of Nel- 
son's flagship, the Victory, presented 
to the Kaiser by Waring & Gillow of 
London. 

The monumental -inkstand repre- 
sents the hulk of the Victory, and 
bears Neigon’s famous signal, “Eng- 
land expects that every man will do 
his duty,” in small enamel flags, 
some of which were pried loose by 
the revolutionary sailors in 1919. It 
was at this desk, ironically enough, 
that Kaiser Wilhelm signed the gen- 
eral mobilization order in 1914. 

Another apartment that has been 
brought hack to its original aspect of 
a hundred years ago is the erstwhile 
living room of the Crown Princess 
Elizabeth, which served Frederick 
the Great as a library. - The last 
Kaiser had used this fine corner 
room as-.a-kind of storehouse and 
exhibition room for the various Ori- 
ental trophies and gifts he had ac- 
quired or that had been given him

by the Sultan. Almost every piece 
of the quaint old furniture, bric-a- 
brac and statuary could be put back 
4nto its exact position, for a detailed 
water-color painting by Biermann, 
dated 1828, was on hand to serve 
as guide. 

The charming. baroque writing- | 
room of Frederick the Great, reveal- 
ing the circular walls and domed 
ceiling of which he was so fond and 
which he also introduced into other 
castles, is a masterly interior, the 
work of Nahl, who designed it in 
1746.. This, too, has been brought 
back to its original condition, even 
to the replacing of a portrait. of the 
c¢tebrated ‘Italian dancer Barberina, 
officially supposed to have been the 
mistress of the great soldier and 
misogynist. In 1826 this delightful 
apartment served as a dressing-room 
for the Crown Princess Blizabeth. 


The Hall of Pillars 


Another apartment, chaste and 
beautiful as a Wedgwood vase, is the 
“gmall marble hall” designed by Cari. 
Gotthard Langhans, the architect of 
the Brandenburger Gate, for Fried- 


ment, which affects one almost as 
would some Grecian temple, has now 
been freed from all modern incrus- 
tations and restored to its original 
simplicity.

for one, wanted to make peace while 
he could.. What this offer meant to 
the foe of Tweed no other man conid 
tell. But for the moment he was at 
a loas how te utilize Connolly’s offer 
of aid. 

Men of different temperaments and 
vocations seek wisdom in different 
ways. <A lawyer turns to his law 
books. And there Tilden found an 
obscure clause by which the Con- 
troller of New York might appoint a 
deputy for a stated period with full 
powers. Fortune had deserted Tweed 
and come to reost upon the Tilden 
4oorpost. Next day he had Andrew 
H. Green of the “reform . crowd” 
sworn in with Connolly's help, and 
the Controller skipped. town. Both 
of these events seem to have come 
about before Tweed’s suspicion had 
been aroused. 


Tweed's End 


The political reverberations that 
followed shook New York. The pres- 
ence of a reformer in the Con- 
trolier’s office stopped the leakage at 
the golden fountainhead. Tweed tried 
by every means he could devise to 
shake off Green, but was unsuccess- 
ful. Then came the arrest of Tweed, 
his long confinement in Ladlow 
Street Jail, from “hich he used to 
issue forth by political favor for 
rambles about the city. On one of 
these jaunts he failed to return and 
made his way to Spain. -There he 
was. rearrested, brought to his old 


— 


Jaau home, and finally died—prob- 


ably of a broken heart, thinking 
himself the worst used of men. 

Tilden was now the big man of his 
party and one of the big men of his 
time. He had a hand in the reorgan- 
ization of Tammany Halli and the in- 
stallation of a new chieftain, “Hon- 
est John’’ Kelly. A little honesty 


| was néeded, and Tilden stood forth 


as the political David.-He went to 
the Governor's chair in 1874 by a 
large vote and promptly attacked a 
new group of boodiers, the canal 

. Stanch Democrats were hurt, 
and “ Honest John” turned his back 
upon the party's giant killer. Then 
came the St. Louis speech of 1876, 


_| when John called for a party vardic<. 


Tilden prevailed and the Presidential 
race began. 

That was a promising day for 
Democracy. Not since the war had 


8} the party produced a candidate likely 


to win the Presidency. Tilden entered 
the campaign with all the vigor of 
which he was capable, and it became 
apparent that his prospects of vic- 
tory were favorable. He spoke far 
and wide, and a giance at. some of 
his campaign addresses shows them 
to have been models of reasoning and 
eloquence. 

“He certainly could talk,’’ said Mr. 
Sioan, half closing reminiscent eyes. 
“Why, I remember one night that he 
lit into the Republicans and ‘called 





them ‘more different kinds of black- | 


guards than you could ever remem- 
ber; but he didn’t use a single hard 
word. No, sir, just told the truth 
about them in a nice way and said 
nothing mean,’’ 

In view of the campaign now on 
in New York, Tilden’s views on pro- 


sphere of government,” he said. “It 
is no part of the duty of the State to 
coerce the individual man, except so 
far as his conduct may affect others, 
not remotely and consequentialty, 
but by violating rights which legis- 
lation can recognize and undértake 


and conscience, trusts nothing to 
self-culture, and submits the doubt- 
ful wisdom of the Senate and Assem- 
bly for the plan of moral govern- 


‘ment ordained by Providence.” 


Mr. Tilden’s career was pitched 
at a high key, and never higher than 
in the days while the election re- 
turns were being canvassed. He had 
a popular plurality, but. was one 
electoral vote short of Hayes. The 
Constitution failed to provide for the 
situation arising because of con- 
tested votes from four States. Those 
votes would elect Tilden or Ruther- 
ford B. Hayes. Congress named a 
joint body of both houses to consider 
the evidence, and after a long debate 
Hayes was declared elected. 

The tension of the weeks in which 
the struggle lasted never has been 
approached in American life. Henry 
Watterson declared “a hundred thou- 
sand Kentuckians would see justice 
done.” An armed conflict was not 
improbable. Hayes and Tilden coun- 
seled calmness to their followers, but 
the press of both parties spread bit- 
ter words. Politics then were differ- 
ent from polities now. We had fewer 
millions of people, and political life 
bore a personal tinge that it has 
lost. Men often fought and not in- 
frequently died for their candidates. 


' Averted Hostilities 
When the decision was made 


known that’ confirmed Hayes as 


President, Tilden issued a state- 
ment accepting the verdict and 
warning against- further protests. 
Never did the man’s character show 
to better advantage than in the time 
of his defeat. He was truly the rock 
of Democracy then; the waves broke 
over him, but failed to shake him. 
Hig career was as stormy as it had 
begun until Tammany regained con- 
trol of the New York party in 1880 
and he retired to Greystone, his 
Yonkers estate. And there he re- 
mained until his death in 1886, al- 
ways a power to be respected and a 
man whose judgment was considered 
almost infallible by many followers. 
He used to say, of life and elections 
generally: “Old men do the grunting, 
but young men take hold and lift.”

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DR. BUTLER CON TRASTS TWO HISTORIC ERAS

days of the Roman Empire has there 
been so magnificent an ere of archi- 
tecture.” 

“Amid this development of knowl- 
edze,” I asked, ‘“‘has there not been a 
loss of reverence?” 

“Yes, there has; but it is coming 
back. Some of my colleagues whose 
minds are in the front line of modern 
thought are expressing themselves in 
terms only to be described as pro- 
foundly religious. But it is religion 
surrounded by liberty.” 

“Precisely what do you suggest: by 
that sentence?” 

“There is abroad today an intoler- 
ance for which there has been no 
precedent since the Middle Ages. I 
attribute it in part to the working of 
an inferiority complex. People, con- 
scious of their own mental limita- 
tions, seek to dismiss from positions 
of responsibility or otherwise to pun- 
ish those who are their intellectual 
superiors. At Columbia we insist on 
liberalism—that is, the right to seek 
truth gpd to state it. And because 
ligeralism is assured, it is not abused. 
The combative instincts of scholars 
are not aroused when there are no 
unreasonable restrictions on scholar- 
ly and scientific thought.” 

“In your judgment, chen, erudition 
does not narrow the nientality?”’ 

“Certainly not. And you must re- 
member where it is that Columbia 
carries on its activities. In the large 
sense of the word, there are three 
capital cities on this planet. They 
are London, Paris and New York. 
These cities cannot possibly enter- 
tain and sustairi a narrowing preju- 
dice. London, Paris and New York 
are, so to speak, tolerant ex officio.” 

“To what extent has it been of an 
advantage to the mind of New York 
that her population is thus varied in 
race and religion?’ 


A Contributing Factor 


“The fact that New York is varie- 
gated—and, by the way, London has 
also been becoming very variegated— 
has contributed much to her aca- 
demic prestige,” Dr. Butler answered. 
“You never can tell where the genius 
of man will break through. Italians, 
Russians, Czechs, Poles, Hebrews— 
they are all adding day by day to the 
sum total of our culture.” 

“But ought not education to be 
focused on some objective? What is 
the use of knowledge if it be merely 
knowledge for its own sake?’ 

“The true objective of education is 
service. To send forth men and wo- 
men into fruitful service of their day 
and generation—that is our aim.” 

“National service or “fmterna- 
tional?” I pressed the point. 

“Both,” he shot back. “We have 
about 2,000 foreign students.” 

“And you yourself have under- 
taken many tasks abroad, have you 
~not ?”’ 

“I have fortunately enjoyed close 
friendships with the leaders of 
theught and policy in France and 
England_and in the old and the new 
Germany. My file of correspondence 
with statesmen and intellectual lead- 
ers whose names will live in history 
is certainly remarkable, if not 
unique. Every President, from Har- 
rison onward has been a personal 
frienc.. And every Prime Minister in 
Great Britain since Gladstone.” 

Dr. Butler has stayed with Glad- 
stone at Hawarden. For forty years 
he has been on friendly terms with 
Lord Balfour. He has conversed with 
Salisbury and Rosebery. And today 
he exchanges letters regularly with 
M, Briand and M. Hanotaux—-to men- 
tion but two of his many friends in 
France. 

“Is it true,” I — “that you 
have had a seat in thesBritish Cabi- 
net?” 

Dr. Butler sat silent. 

“For a dozen years or more,” he 
answered, “what you refer to was a 
remarkable incident which I revealed 
to no one. It was David Lioyd 
George who, when in New York, gave 
it away when speaking at the Lotos 
Club, And I now understand that 
there is no reason why the circum- 
stancos should not be known. 

“Strictly, it was not the Cabinet 
that I attended, but .what was, for 





the time being, an even more august 
body. Doubtless you remember the 
constitutional crisis that broke over 
Great Britain after the rejection of 
Lioyd George’s budget by the House 
of Lords. There was set up a small 
conference of eight elder statesmen— 
four Liberals and four Consérvatives 
—called the Constitutional _Confer- 
eu.ce, which met in extreme privacy, 
issued no minutes of any kind and 
tried to arrive at a solution of the 
difficulty that had arisen. Im that 
conference sat Asquith, then Prime 
Minister; Lloyd George, Augustine 
Birrell and Lord Crewe,-together with 
Austen Chamberlain, Balfour, Lord 
Lansdowne and Lord Cawdor. For 


two afternoons I was present on Mr. 


Asquith's invitation. I was taken 
with the utmost secrecy up the stairs 
behind the Speaker’s chair in the 
House of Commons and into the 
Prime Minister’s room, where they 
questioned me minutely on the work- 
ing of the United States Constitution 
and especially on the bicameral sys- 
tem as you find it in Congress and 
the State Legislatures. I had no 
papers with me. I had no time to 
send for any. And I found subse- 
quently that in the whole of London 
there was no complete set of the Con- 
stitutions of the forty-eight States of 
the Union. Yet at the end of the 
first day’s hearing they put down a 
dozen specific questions which I was 
expected to answer on paper by next 
day. Only twelve copies of the ques- 
tionnaire and of the answers were 
printed. e members of the confer- 
ence took eight—one each; I have 
the other four. And at a later date 
I took care that the University of 
London should be supplied with 
copies of the Constitutions which 
would have been so useful to me.” 


“That was not the only occasion, I: 


think, in which you were invited to 
participate in the .constitutional de- 
velopment of the British Empire,” I 
suggested. 

“The most remarkable Fourth of 
July that I ever spent was in the 
year 1921." said Butler. “I 
stayed over the week-end at Chequers, 
where my host was David Lioyd 
George, then Prime Minister. The 
Imperial Conference was in session. 
The delegates from the Dominions 
were the only other guests of the 





occasion. We sat under the trees. 
And the Imperial Conference there 
arrived at a significant decision. It 
was to change the name of the 
King’s Dominions from British Bm- 
pire to British Commonwealth. of Na- 
tions. Mr. Hughes of Australia was 
present, and, as you know, he is very 
deuf. He did not wholly follow the 
di: cussion, and it was suggested that 
I might make the proceedings clearer 
io him. So we started out on a 
motor ride—he and 1. We visited 
the home where Milton wrote ‘Para- 
dise Regained’; we saw the grave of 
William Penn; the tomb of Burke 
and the church in which John Hamp- 
den's protest against the ship money 
is posted. And when we returned, 
Prime Minister Hughes was at one 
with his colleagues over the new and 
now increasingly usual description of 
the scope of British sovereignty.” 
Still Pursuing. Ideal 

After twenty-five years, then, we 
have President Butler still pursuing 
the ideal of service. He has spent 
this Summer abroad, representing the 
Carnegie Endowment for Interna- 
tional Peace, and in due course the 
results of his conversations with Herr 
Stresemann, M. Briand and Sir Aus- 
ten Chamberiain, to mention but 
three names, will be made to the 


trustecs of the endowment in Novem- 


Ler. 

It is thus interesting to turn back 
by way of reminiscence to the inau- 
gural address which he delivered in 
New York on April. 19, 1902, some 
months after he actually assumed his 
responsibilities. It reads today as 
fresh in its thoughts as it sounded to 
the ear a quarter of a century ago. 

“Scholarship and service,” said the 
President after his appointment, “are 
the true university’s ideal. The uni- 
versity of today is not (as Oxford was 
once called) the ‘home of lost causes 
and forsaken beliefs and unpopular 
names and impossible loyalties.’ It 
keeps step with the march of prog- 
ress, widens the sympathies with 
rrowing knowledge, and among a 
Gemocratic people seeks only to in- 
struct, to uplift and to serve, in 
order that the cause of religion and 
learning and of human freedom and 
opportunity may be continually ad- 
vanced from century to century and 
-rom age to age.”

geration to say that great speeches, 
like great prayers, are only heard 
forever when they are short (there 
are exceptions to that rule), yet when 
Julius Caesar addressed soldiers who 
were living, and when at Gettys- 
burg Abraham Lincoln addressed 
soldiers who were dead, the perora- 
tion was no more than a paragraph. 

John Morley told W. T. Stead that 
he should write his “leader” or edi- 
torial first and then cut out all the 
words it would not be worth while to 
pay for by telegraph. That is the 
principle on which the heir to the 
British throne polishes his periods. 
The result is that alone of public 
men he is reported verbatum. He 
puts in nothing that afterward can 
be left out. Whether or not he is 
eloquent, at least he is essential. 

To praise his fluency would be to 
miss his fascination. The supreme 
merit of his delivery lies in his hesi- 
tancy. It is perhaps the first time in 
history that nervousness has saved a 
throne, and to this day it takes six 
valets an evening to untwist the 
Prince's neckties... It is a doubtful 


advantage to an orator to be at ease. 


“Are you still nervous when you 
face the House of Commons?” Glad- 
stone was once asked. 

“In opening, always,” he answered, 
“but in reply, never.” 

There was a Plinkett whose entire 
success was due to the circumstance 
that he stammered. 

Hesitancy in a speech keeps the 
audience on the tiptoe of expectation. 
The sentence that struggles must be 
a sentence worth hearing. And when 
the orator appears to be constantly 
on the verge of collapse the company 


cooperation. People and Prince are 
partners. Together they put the 
thing over. Cheers, then, when the 
speech is spoken. 

After all, we are learning that mu- 
sic and color are correspondent. An 
overture by Tchaikovsky requires an 
atmosphere now red, now green, now 
golden. The eye assists the ear. So 
with oratory. The Prince of Wales 
invariably talks to people who have 
waited, often for hours, to hear him 
talk. Before he utters a syllable they 
have absorbed his words by anticipa- 
tion. In consequence a very few 
words go a very long way, while a 
very slight jest raises a very loud 
laugh. 

Let us not be misunderstood. With 
all the advantages of royal prestige, 
the Prince’s uncles and aunts and 
cousins have failed to exhibit his 
charm. There must be, therefore, 
something personal to the Prince of 
Wales himseif in the fact that he has 
not failed. He is a genius, a born 
genius, and his genius consists in the 
exquisite ability to solve the prob- 
lem how to be human though royal.

OIL TANKER’S 
BUSY LIFE 


ed by a series of bulkheads athwart- 
ship, makes it possible to localize a 
fire and to isloate it until it has 
been extinguished or until it has 
burned itself out. When, two years 
ago, fire was discovered in a ‘tween- 
deck abaft the engine room of the 
tanker Prometheus in ballast from 
Hamburg to Baton Rouge the cap- 
tain headed his vessel up into the 
wind co that the flames would not 
be fanned forward and, instead of 
abandoning his ship, proceeded to 
fight. the blaze while sending out a 
wireless call for help. 

In spite of all efforts, the fire 
spread and blew out the bulkhead 
between it and the engine room. 
The men-at work in the engine room 
barely reached the deck alive. Three 
lifeboats were lowered and eleven of 


Bthe crew were transferred to the 
British, tanker Inverarder, which had 


by then arrived at the scene—some 
200 miles from Bermuda. The rest 
of the crew of the Prometheus re- 
mained aboard, and by the afternoon 
of July 15 had the fire out. It had 
been discovered just before midnight 
on July 13. 

The routes of the. tankers extend 
all over the world in their transport 
of crude oil, gasoline, lubricants and 
other petroleum products. ‘To the 
more out-of-the-way places oil is 
still shipped in cases, but the most of 
it is now moved in tank steamships. 
As the North American continent 
supplies nearly nine-tenths of the 
worid’s petroleum, most of the oil 
tankers centre here. Since the less- 
ened importance of the. Mexican 
wells, the chief petroleum ports are 
in California and on the Gulf of 
Mexico. | 


‘The Panama Oilway 


The sudden development of the 
California oil fields subsequent to 
the enc of the World War made the 
Panama Canal an oilway as well as 
a waterway and has liargely in- 
creased. its income from _ tolls, 
amounting to about 14 cents on each 
barrel. Oil tankers were responsible 
for a fourth of the net tonnage pass- 
ing throngh the canal in the fiscal 
year ended last June. 


The tanker fleet is still too new to 


world commerce to have much his- |; 


tory or glamour, but gradually it is 
accumulating its exploits and its tra- 
ditions. A few years ago the S. B. 
Harkness was running up the South 
American coast to Panama when her. 
propeller threw off one of its blades. 
Traveling with a propeller of three 
blades is dangerous. The usual 
course would have been to put in at 
Callao, go to dry dock and await the 
arrival and installation of a new 
blade. Rut the skipper and chief 
engineer baiked at so much delay. 
Instead, they flooded the forward 
tanks (empty at the time) so as to 
tip the vessel down at the head and 
raise the stern out of the water. The 
propeller blade opposite the one that 
had been lest was then burned off— 
quite a job, since it weighed 3,500 


Lpounds—and the Harkness went on 


to her destination with a two-bladed 
propeller. 

There are also amusing incidents. 
On the way from Baton Rouge to 
Tampa the O. T. Waring encountered 
a schooner flying distress signals. 
The Waring stopped and three ne- 
groes rowed up in a dory, saying that 
they were forty-five days out from 
Tampico. The captain was sick and 
had lost his bearings, and the 
schooner needed food, water and 
medicine. These were supplied and 
after the tanker had gone on her 
way a member of the crew brought 
to the captain two bags left by the 
men from the schooner. The skip-

Scene: Pullman smoking compartiment. Judge Kirkland and 
Lawyer Roberts continuing a conversation begun at dinner. 


Lawyer: “Referring again, your Honor, 
to the transaction of interstate business, 
is it not most fortunate for the public 
that the fundamental law sustains it 
against interferences by the States?” 


Judge: “‘You are quite right. And there 
have been important court decisions 
affecting this very m-‘ter. The States 
cannot hold up, arbitrarily, any direct- 
by-mail transaction, nor can they faz,

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VENICE BUILDS A NEW PORT 


( Continued from Page 4) 


at the port in Venice itself (it is now 
called the old port, although it is one 
of the newest things in ali the city), 
they were to continue straight on 
across the shallow lagoon through a 
ew channel some two and a half 
miles tong to the mainiand shore. 
The new port which was to rise on 
the water-logged flats of the main- 
land was laid out on the largest pos- 
sible scale. The first contracts pro- 
vided for port works capable of 
handling 12,000,000 tons of cargo a 
year,. with a factory section immedi- 
ately behind them, and still behind a 
garden suburb capable of accommo- 
dating a population of 30,000. The 
whole enterprise was to take its 
name from Marghera, a small ham- 
‘et at the mainiand end of the bridge. 


Marghera the New Port - 


The thirty-foot channel across the 
iagoon was finished in 1922 and was 
christened the King Victor Em- 
manuel III Channel. Timbers pro- 
jecting some ten feet above the 
water mark out its course, like those 
which mark the courses of all the 
other channels which network the 
shallow lagoon. It runs parallel with 
the bridge and you may see it from 
the train as you cross the lagoon 


‘imto Venice. You may also see, after 


your train leaves Mestre for Venice. 
but before it reaches the bridge, the 
oil port, the general] port, the factory 
area an@ the garden suburb, all of 
them standing in acres of bright new 
concrete amid the winding water- 
courses of this flattest of all shores. 
And if it occurs to you to wonder 
who on earth can have chosen s0 
watery a site for so great an enter- 
prise, you must remind yourself 
that you are looking at the new Ve- 
netian port of Marghera. In this 
ambitious enterprise the port of 
Venice at last breaks through its 
natural disadvantages and makes 
its unrestricted entry into the mod- 
ern age of steel and steam. — 

In its origin the big port at Mar- 
ghcra antedstes the Faacisti, but the 
Fascist Government at Rome is do- 
ing its utmost to create traffic for it 
to handle. It has made customs con- 
cessions in its favor such as no other 
Italian port enjoys. It is offering 
special terms to attract factories in 
the hope that they will add to the 
traffic of the port. It is attempting 
to reach an agreement on differential 
rates with the Swiss, German and 
Austrian railways. It is even talk- 
ing of straightening the Italian rail- 
way lines from the Brenner Pass. to 
Mestre in the hope of making Venice 
the outlet for the Eastern traffic of 
all of Central Europe. 

Not until the end of last June did 
the Government finally carry into 
effect the promise of 1917 by making 
over the five mainland townships 


municipality of Venice. Their area 
of half-empty flats on the mainland 
shore is twice as large as that of the 
sorely congested city in the lagoon. 


It has been a long time since Ven- 


ice ruled any part of the mainiand, 


nicipality of Venice. The famous 
bridge across the lagoon is now one 
of the many bridges of Venice, by 
far the longest, certainly the most 
important, probably the ugliest. It. 
now connects the old Venice out in 
the lagoon with the new industria) 
Venice on the mainiand. 
So much for Venice’s new Ho- 
boken which steel and steam are 


raising on the mainland shore of its 


lagoon. Sitting at Fiorian’s in St. 
Mark's Square, amid the familiar 
fantasies in stone which al) of us 
know, it all seems infinitely remote. 
And it is about as remote as pos- 
sible, for the ordinary Venetian who 
has heard it discussed for years ap- 
pears to care little about it one way 
or the other; so little, that most ‘of 
the labor to build it has to be brought 
from Padua, twenty miles away on 
the mainland. Two hundred hands 
were laid off at the old port in 
Venice some months ago and every 
inducement was made to persuade 
them to go to work at the new port 
on the mainiand at 12 lire a day. 
Forty of them accepted. The rest 
preferred to rely on the odd jobs 
which every Venetian contrives to 
pick up around his island city. 

Such streams of life flow through 


naval officers in white, a French 
actress with a mouth of flaming red. 
an- English duchess with no sleeves— 
these make up the flowing human 
panorama of Venice. 

But when you do succeed in dis- 
covering the Venetians themselves 
you find that as a rule they remain 
the true sons of St. Mark. They are 
the most independent of all Italians. 
the fondest of carnival, the easiest 
to get along with, as long-as their 
feet are shod and their stomachs are 
not empty. They are hardly as 
economical as they might be, cer- 
tainly they are no “‘shinbones of 
saints,’’ as the Italian phrase goes. 
They know that Titian and Tin- 
teretto once painted them; they 
know that even now the humbiest of 
them are living Titians and Tinto- 
rettos, and they know that you 
know it, too. They know, in brief, 
that they are the only Venetians in 
all the world. 

We are apt to think that Marco 
Polo, with a gas engine, ,could 
hardly be more grotesque than 
Venice with a brand-new Hoboken; 
that the king of clubs on a motor- 
cycle with the queen of hearts in the 
side-car could hardly be more incon- 
gruous than the greater Venice which 
this: year 1926 has given us. But 
the incongruity is more vivid from 
a distance than it is from St. Mark's 
Square itself. It was the aristocracy, 
and not the common people, who 
ruled that oddest of all republics for 
a thousand years. The aristocracy

abdicated in 1796, but in its modern 
burgher class Venice has at once a 
jealous guardian of its treasures, and 
a@ source of that reviving commercial 
strength for whose future jhe Fas- 
cisti are providing so ambitiously. In 
Venice itself the visitor soon learns 
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that its treasures and its commerce 
are not being permitted to violate 
each other; that all the width of the 
historic lagoon lies between our Ven- 
ice and the new Venice of docks, 
warehouses and factory chimneys.

map.- The Vastness and beauty of 
others have attracted the attention 
of travelers and scholars; but even 
today their early meaning and his- 
tory are very little known. 

I was determined to visit these 
ruins, but intended first of all to 
push on to the Pacific Coast and 
visit Limu, called the City of Kings, 
once the seat of the proud Castilian 
Viceroys, and the capital of the pres- 
ent Republic of Peru. Consequently, 


we made our way to the little town |: 


of Oroya, from which point a railroad 
makes its way westward over the 
highlands, cfoOsses the western Andes 
and then descends rapidly down 
Alons the slope to the Pacific Coast. 

This railway, the highest in the 
world, represents one -of the great- 
est engineering achievements of the 
nineteenth century. Climbing, cir- 
cling, winding, zigzagging, it landed 
us finally at Lima and our long 
journey from coast to coast had been 
compleiod. 

We stayed in Peru another week 
in order to study the various as- 
pects of this land of enchantment. 
Using Lima as a base, we made sev- 
eral long journeys to other parts of 
the country, both along the coast 
and into the highlands of the south. 
This gave us an insight into Peru 
as it is today; also it afforded us an 
opportunity of understanding what 
it must have been in days long 
gone by. 

Lima is not only the capital but is 


also the heart of present-day Peru. | 


Huge, splendid buildings have arisen 
on every side in the city. Above all, 
Lima is the centre of fashion and 
elegance. Wealth and prosperity 


are everywhere visible and prices. 


are fixed accordingly. Lima is the 
most expensive city in South Amer- 
ica, if not in the world. 

-One cannot stay in Lima without 
being constantly reminded of the 
old colonial days. In the cathedral, 
the largest and most magnificent in 
South America, rests the mummy of 
Francisco Pizzaro. who founded the 
city in 1536. 

Decaying Splendor 

Not far distant from Lima are 
three ancient and magnificent rui 
which date from Inca and pre-Inca 
days. These, in their decaying 
splendor, throw a glamour over the 
whole suroundings. In order, how- 
ever, to appreciate properly the vast- 
ness of the ancient Inca Empire and 
the magnificence of its culture we 
made a long journey back into the 
highlands of the south until we came | 
to the City of Cuzco, which was the | 
seat of the ancient Inca rulers. : 

In Cuzco every stone has a story 
to tell. Rich monasterics and old 
houses with the coats of arms of the 
best families of Spain carved on their 
gateways tell of old colonial days; 
but the very stones of these buildings 
‘were, for the most part, torn out 
from far older buildings erected at 
the dawn of history. Most, if not 
all, of the Inca palaces were of one 
story, but with walls so thick and 
strongly built that the Spaniards 
continued to .use the existing walls 
for the lower part of their*own build- 
Ings and merely erected a second 
story above these. 

Everywhere it is evident that the 
Incas were far better builders than. 
were their conquerors. The super- 
added Spanish walis are fast crum- 
bling way, while the Inca foundations 
Are as even and strong as on the day 
on which they were completed. Al- 
though the stones were fitted to- 
gether without mortar, they were so 
truly and exactly placed that I was 
unable to slip a razor blade between 
them. 

So soundly built were the Inca 
dwellings that, although many of the 
palaces and temples were destroyed, 
outlines of the ancient City of Cuzco, 
as it was in the days of the Incas, 
can still be traced. On a high hill 
to the north lie the remnants of the 
giant citadel which dominated the 
city and guarded it against attack. 
The fortress itself has been destroyed 


but the stones of the triple rampart | 


still remain. ‘Each of these stones is 


i 


| many tons. One wonders how they 
were brought here from many miles 
away, as was evidently the case, and 
how they were so delicately and skill- 
fully put into place. 

As I dreamily walked through the 
long lanes of Cuzco and gazed upon 
the ruins of ancient days, it was 
easy to picture to myself the glories 
of the mighty empire that was de- 
stroyed at one blow by the hand of 
Pizzaro. An air of magic still hangs 
about this empire. 

There is still much that is mys- 
terious and little known about the 
Incas. Early Spanish accounts of 
their history and their customs are 
hopelessly confused and contradic- 
tory. The meaning of many of the 
buildings which have been preserved 
to us is stilJ unknown. Recent exca- 
vation work has enlightened us on 
many points, but we are at the very

beginning and not at the end of the 
story. 

The digging up of ancient ruins has 
made evident one very remarkable 
fact. Until a few years ago it wus 
believed that Inca civilization sprang 
out of nothing and that prior to the 
Inca régime a state of savagery 
existed in the country. We now 
realize that ‘many of the strange 
ruins of the highlands, indicating a 
magnificent civilization, were built 
long before the days of the Incas, by 
a people whose very existence had 
been forgotten when the Incas estab- 
lished their empire. 

This ancient people built with even 
greater stones and on a more gigan- 
tic scale than did the Incas, but we

are still in hopeless ignorance as to 
who they were, whence they came, 
and why they disappeared. Even in 
Cuzco itself there are remnants of 
the ancient pre-Inca_ civilization. 
Parts of the wall of the great for- 
tress ahd of one or two of the Cuzco 
palaces must have been standing 
when the first Inca Emperor began 
his reign. The astonishing castle of 
Ollantatampo, a few hours’ journey 
away from Cuzco, must havé he- 
longed to the same period. The ex- 
traordinary remains at Tia-huanaco, 
just over the Bolivian border, though 
different in style, must be of equa) 
if not of greater antiquity. Esti- 
mates as to the age of these build- 
ings vary from hundreds to many 
thousands of years before the begin- 
ning of the Inca rézime. 

All of these ruins, besidea many 
which it is neediess to mention here, 
were duly visited and studied by us; 
but it was on the coast of Peru that

The history of these pre-Inca 
people is still a closed book. For 
the satudent there remains epoch- 
making work to be done, and I

However, when I 
left South America I took with me 
a wealth of memories—memories of 
the strange primeval life of the 
jungle, and memories of the gran- 
deur of the ancient cultures of the

ITH the production of “Juarez 
and Maximilian,” a historical 
| pageant full of delicate cosmic 
perceptions, Broadway has seen three 
dramas from Herr Werfel’s nimble 
pen: “Schweiger” and “Goat Song” 
held the boards here last season. 
Whether we enjoy them inthe theatre 
or not, they help to explain Herr 
Werfel’s pre-eminence in German | 
drama today and reveal the sensitive- 
ness of his powers of observation and 
the profundity of his understanding. 
Into the close patterns of his dramas 
he has woven that transcendent po- 
etry of the soul which we loosely de- 
scribe as philosophy, because, no less 
than the metaphysicians, it loves wis- 
dom and hopes to perceive the truth. 
Like many young Europeans (he is 36 
years of age) Herr. Werfel has’ seen 
his world swept from,under his feet 
by the bungling duplicities of his 
elders; for two years at the front he 
endured the horrors and futilities of 
bloodshed.- Far from being a sophist, 
however, he does not rest his case 
upon one stupendous outbreak of evil 
forces along the war front, for the 
game alignment of good against evil, 
er evil against good, seems to him a 
fundamental, constant factor of hu- 
man life from the beginning. In

In the abortive career of Maximilian, 
41l-fated Emperor of Mexico from 1864 
to 1867, Herr Werfel apparently be- 
lieves he has found the apotheosis of 
this eternal conflict of good and evil. 
As in “Goat Song,” evil forces break 
out angrily in the end, trampling un- 
der their cloyen hoofs the innocent as 
well as the guilty. Actually the in- 
effectual Maximilian seems to have 
been a man predestined to fail in any 
ambitious undertaking, and by that 
sign no fit test of Herr Werfel’s 
thesis. But that question of judgment 
meed not concern us here. For in the 
dratha Herr Werfel describes Maxi- 
milian as the divination of good, posi- 
tive and concrete in all his manifesta- 
tions; Who represents the evil?

ST as everybody was lying back 
in the fatuous belief that intel- 
lectual symbolism had been driven 
out of the theatre, the Neighborhood 
Playhouse begins its new' season with 
Alfred Savoir’s “The Lion Tamer,” 
translated from the French.

Here mingled with the Social 
Register set are often the wealthy gun- 
men; visiting and otherwise, the ques- 
tionable flaneurs and boulevardiers, 
the bootleggers, gamblers and all the 
more affluént of Broadway's pic- 
turesque world. Here, too, are the 
“sharpshooters,” theatrical agents and 
hangers-on—often grouped in the back 
of the auditorium among the standees— 
the costumer, the scene designer, rival 
managers, the more prominent mem- 
bers of the song, .lgric and sketch 
writing fraternity and-a host of others 
whose interest in*‘the production of a 
musical show may conceivably be pro- 
fessional. Here, too, are usually the 
‘men who didn’t get the jobs—the 
scenic designer whose bid ‘was too 
high, the costumer who lost out, the 
composer whose songs were rejected— 


and, in the quaint fashion of Broad- 
way, they assemble on the sidewalks 
between the acts not to comment on 
the excellences of the production, un- 
less it be a certain “smash,” but? to 
pick it to pieces and tell one another 
just what is wrong with each num- 
ber—all of which helpful advice. can 
hardly be classified. as balm to the 
producer's tingling nerves if he hap- 
pens to hear it.

The 
sleanings of all the French seasons 
since 1914 came on at once and there 
were many desérved successes: Now 
this crop fs used up and only the spare 
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time is available, with the natural 
result that the number of French stic« 
cesses has fallen off remarkably. 

“The revue situation, I admit, has a 
different appearance on' the surface, 
At present six of them are playing in 
Berlin; this sets a new record as to 
numbers.

‘THE LITTLE MATTER OF COSTUMES | 





T is the feminine members of a 
theatrical audience who can best 
be relied upon to appreciate the 
task of costuming a large produc- 
tion. Not that they are familiar with 
the multitude of detail Avich such a 
task entails, but, it relatively 
safe to assert, ‘woman best knows wo- 
man’s business. 

2: Musical plays and revues are of- 
fered, in considerable measure, for the 
purpose of pleasing the eye. ‘Which 
does not mean that the music and the 
comedy do not count—they do, par- 
ticularly the latter, as many pro- 
ducers have found out to their sorrow. 


The problem of providing clothes 
for a single feminine member of any 
household is in most cases not a small 
one; this, multiplied fifty or @ hun- 
dred times, makes an extensive ward- 
robe or a. large bankroll one of. the 
‘most important adjuncts of the mu- 
Sigal show producer.

At this time there is always some 
fault to bé found. For instance, what 
star would choose a pink dregs if that 
is what the chorus is wearing? But 
all these troubles are the costumer’s 
and it is he who has the sleepless 
nights of worry over them. 

Having been duly fitted or-equipped 
with costumes, the players in a new 
production are next subjected to a 
special rehearsal known in the profes- 
sion as a “dress parade.” Ata “dress 
parade” an exact count is made of the 
number of minutes required for the 
various members ofthe cast to leave

SENTIMENT AND REVELRY 





Griffith’s “Sorrows of Satan” Strewn With 
©. Tears and Fantastic Orgies

OT. so very long ago the big 

-brains of the picture industry 

scoffed when David W. Grif- 

fith presented his picture 
“Isn't Iife Wonderful!” It was ad- 
mittedly artistic, but they spoke 
harshly of it as a cinema attraction. 
Afterward Mr. Griffith joined Famous 
Pilayérs-Lasky Corporation, and. his 
first effort for them was ‘'Sally of the 
Sawdust,” wherein Griffith became the 
showman, and the consequence was 
that many had renewed faith in. him. 
Others, eager to see worthier films, 


. ©. @ritieized the director for this subject. 


‘Wot daunted, Mr. Griffith continued 
on his own sweet way and gave the 
public ‘‘That Royle Girl,*’ which was 
a weird melange of low comedy and 
fullsome sentiment. ~The supporters 
of art in its supposed connection with 
photoplays voiced ‘their disapproval’ of 
this feature, which probably did very 
well in its popular appeal and made 
those who didn’t like ‘‘Isn’t Life 
Wonderful?’’ believe that the veteran 
director after all had not lost his cun- 
ning. 

Now Mr. Griffith comes out with his 
photoplay conception of ‘*The Sorrows 
of Satan,” which, notwithstanding the 
emphasis he places on poverty and 
wealth, is perhaps a film which will 
do well as a gold-digger and also reap 
no little praise from those who back 
really worth-while productions. No- 
body can deny that Griffith; in this 
latest piece of work, has elicited re- 
markable performances from the quar- 
tet of principal players, and it prob- 
ably will be conceded generally that 
his direction of the love scenes in an 
impoverished neighborhood and _ his 
work on those revealing fantastic or- 
gies is masterful. Whether one be- 
“Iieves in glittering Babylonian parties 
or slow-moving, tearful love scenes 
is a matter of taste. Mr. Griffith has 
his style and, obviously, he refuses to 
be hurried. In depicting the tempta- 
tion set before Geoffrey Tempest, this 
director does not believe in half meas- 
ures. For that matter, few picture 


producers like to look at things as} 


they are. In the reckless abandon of 
men and women living only to revel 
it would never do, so far as the small 
towns are concerned, to portray an 
erdinary gay banquet in a private 
room of a hotel! It would be much 
too common a place. Hence there 
have'to be flowing fountains, tapes- 
tried walls, rare orchids and ecores of 
women negligibly clad, grou..ed in 
sinuous poses. The hero must be seen 
leaning back in a comfortable chair, 
while a blue-eyed blonde sits at his 
feet. Mr. Griffith omits none of these 
things and he adds other imaginative 
bits to his. fantastic gatherings, even 
to giving one a flash of an opium pipe. 


Revels and Squalor. 


And intermittently this veteran pro- 
ducer, who delights in marked con- 
trasts, returns to the hovel where 
dwells Mavis Clare, the poor writer 
abandoned by Tempest through the 
Deyil’s smooth argument. Incidentally 
this picture might just as well be en- 
titled ‘“Temptation,’* for after all, ex- 
cept that the Prince, or Satan, loses 
his control of his victim, he does not 
appear to have much to worry about. 
One can take it that this Mephisto 
had been successful, for he had sep- 
arated two lovers, flung a fortune at 
the young man and then caused him 
to throw it away in_dissipation. A

giren had been placed in Tempest’s) 


path, and he had capitulated to her 
round, dark eyes. In the end she, 
loving Satan and not her susceptible 
“husband, takes her own life with 
poison. The Devil’s sole sorrow is 
that Mavis had not died before * 
pest returned to her. 

This production .is prefaced by a 
weird conception of Lucifer’s  expul- 
sion from the celestial regions. There

airplanes on the wing. ‘This idea fails 
in its effect because the figurantes 
are either obviously slung up on wires 
or they move as if on a platform. 


The most stirring part of this exotic 
production, with its mixtures of real 
life and symbolism, is the first half. 
Here Mr, Griffith could tighten up 
of the 
scenes. In the novel, Marie Correlli 
catches the reader’s interest from the 
first page, and she {‘resses her sus- 
pense. Instead of a letter being 
brought by the immaculate Prince 


‘from Tempest’s old college friend, the 


Devil, or the Prince, whichever one 


‘wishes to call him in the film, brings 


in a missive signed, “A Friend.” The 

Devil himself carries the news of the 

fabulous fortune Tempest has inher- 

ited. A little coaxing and Tempest 
abandons Mavis. 


Lavish Settings. 


Some of the scenic. effects in this 
production are more lavish than those 
in any other film. They had a wonder- 


ful ballroom in ‘‘A Kiss for Cinder- 


ella,’’ a beautiful Versailles scene in 
**Monsieur Beaucaire,’’ but in this 
production there are several such eye- 
filling sets: The dining room of the 
hotel looks as large as any hotel 
dining room and it is thronged with 
patrons. Thesther gorgeous reproduc- 


tions are remarkable both for their 


size and brilliance. 

On the other hand this producer, 
who never spins a yarn without ac- 
centuated pathos, gives a marked con- 
trast to the scenes of blazing revelry 
by his simple settings of Mavis’s com- 
fortless room. He shows her pleasure 
over a.frugal repast, and then fades 
out to the rich meal on the table be- 
fore Tempest and the Prince, not for- 
getting to have Tempest cast admiring 
glances in the direction of Princess 
Olga, the siren who worships sin and 
wealth. You see Tempest, clad in his 
old gray suit, being introduced to 
Olga. He has not had time, so great 
is the Prince’s haste, to change his 
shirt or collar. All he can do to look 
a little presentable is to straighten his 
necktie, Then Mr. Griffith reverts to 
Mavis, waiting and waiting, in spite 
of the letter she has received from 
Tempest. She finally covers the 
steak and the two jam tarts with a 
newspaper and falls into a _ tearful 
sleep. Dawn has never been pic- 
tured more effectively than Mr. Grif- 
fith has done it in the scene wherein 
Mavis awakens, for the light is shown 
gradually increasing until the sun 
streams throvw@#h window panes onto 
the mournful occupant. 


The Devil’s Shadow. 


With the aid of Harry Fishbeck, his 
clever photographer, Mr. Griffith has 
obtained some glorious lighting effects, 
both in the sumptuous scenes and in 
those of the squalid dwelling. The in- 
troduction of the Prince is accom- 
plished with true artistry. 
perceives his tall shadow and after- 
ward the Prince (Adolphe Menjou) is 
beheld framed by the doorway of the 
humble place. The sight of this im- 
maculate person, in his luxurious fur 
coat and silk -hat, while flashes of 
lightning are tearing the skies, gives 
a sardonic touch, especially as a mo- 
ment before Temrest had been lifting 
his voice in wrath against the Al- 
mighty because his favorite manu- 
script had been rejected. 


Mr. Menjou goes through the per- 


‘formance of Satan with an easy grace, 


never stressing expressions or ges- 
but always conveying some- 
thing sinister. He-.smiles at the suc- 
cess of his temptation, whether it is 
when he separates Tempest and Mavis 
or when he goes over with his victim 
to Olga’s table, He is a slightly 
weary Satan in some ‘episodes, and 
then when he rebuffs Olga’s em-

agitated Satan when only the shadow 


of his bat-like wings are beheld/ 


striking terror into Tempest’s heart. 
The puppet flees, and after the melo- 
dramatic episode of the disturbing 
shadow, Tempest is seen kneeling at 
In the. doorway 
stands the ever faultlessly attired 
Devil, disappointed that another soul 
finally has escaped. him. 


Brilliant Performances. 


Carol Dempster has a difficult part, 
that of Mavis, who is despondenj but 
ever hopeful, even when she stands 
on a hot day outside the gates of an 
imposing dwelling knowing that the 
man she loves is at the time marry- 
ing Olga.. Miss Dempster is excellent 
in this réle. She looks to be control- 
ling hysteria by the suggestion of a 
smile to cover tears. Ricardo Cortez, 
the Geoffrey ‘Tempest of this spec- 
tacle, measures up to the young man 


who is unable to resist the tempta- | 


tions flung before him. In the scenes 
where Tempest is half-crazed with 
terror at the Devil’s shadow, Mr. 
Cortez it a little off key, or at: least 
the true idea of fright is not always 
depicted on his countenance. - 

To Lya de Putti, the Hungarian 
actress who displayed remarkable 
talent in ‘‘Variety,’’ falls the part of 
Glga, the: temptress, who fixes her 
victims with her seductive eyes as she 
holds a lighted cigarette to her rouged 
lips. She is an unusually striking 
type and a thoroughly competent 
actress.

NCE in a while a director scores a 
hit with his initial picture, ‘This 
happened: with a feature. called 

“Her Big .Night,’’ which was at the 
Hippodrome last week. It was, Mel- 
ville Brown's first directorial effort.

He also put gags into “The

It was his work in “What Happened to 
Jones’ and “Where Was I?” that 
caused Carl Laemmle, President of 
Universal Pictures Corporation, 
make Brown a director. Mr, Brown 
is sald to have been signed on a long- 
term contract before he started work 
on his first feature. Mr, Laemmle be- 
Heves that “Her Big Night” is a fore- 
runner of other good pictures, for Mr.

HERE is, among those inter- 
ested, considerable comment, 
both laudatory and otherwise, 
on the rival forms of technique 
which exist in the realm of stage and 
screen. One can hear even the lar- 
gest and best motion pictures con- 


‘demned as ‘‘wrong’’ and “‘a bad influ- 


ence on the public,” and also hear that 
the future of stage production is in 
danger, due to the advantages pos- 
sessed by the screen as a medium of 
presentation. It is worth while exam- 
ing this situation closely, for in doing 
so it becomes apparent that both are 
right in certain ways and that the 
whole matter really ends at “stage is 
stage and screen is screen, and never 
the twain shall meet.’’ ; 

Authors and legitimate-stage actors 
are generally most ardent in motion- 
picture condemnation. This prejudice 
is often apt to evaporate on an offer 
to write, or act, being received trom 
a motion picture company. But the 
question is, Is there really a justifica- 
tion for the widely different*methods 
of presentation? And is the ever in- 
creasing demand for motion pictures 
harmful, in an educational sense? The 
theatre can do things the films can 
never do, and vice versa. In my hum- 
ble opinion, no amount of screen per- 
fection will ever rob the theatre of its 
hold, for the one deals in living char- 
acters, the other in shadows. Even 
a stereoscopic vitaphonized film would 
be unable to hurt the living drama. 

But it is obvious that vast masses 
of the public are now content with 
seeing motion pictures only, and it will 
be observed that these masses mainly 
consist_ of the middle class, and on 
downward. This seems to me to be 
due to.both ‘‘price of admission’’ and 
‘‘more colorful presentation.’’ Much 
as the theatre might try to compete 
with these traits, it is impossible. 

Screen's Wide Range. 

Let us take an example of any one 
play—I will take up my own “Better 
’Ole,’’ for I know it best and am free 
to criticize it in any way to prove this 
argument. The play had a stage pres- 
entation successfully and was played 
as written and directed in the book. 
There was a definite story, and the 
methods employed on the stage gave 
that story to the audience. [In this 
form it was sufficient and satisfying 
to theatre audiences, viewing the story 
played by living actors.

One glance at the highly complex and 
serious business of making motion pic- 
tures, with all its gigantic trials. and 
risks, is sufficient to remove the 
education idea. The public must 


glad to follow. The films have geo- 
graphically educated the public, and 
certain educational films have spread 
a knowledge of science; but in the 
great business of entertaining the 
public I fear education has to be ac-. 
cidental. The stage, also, only ‘‘ed- 
ucates’’ the public that wants to be 
educated, as ah examination of bax- 
office receipts can prove. Today there 
seem to be only two forms of success- 
ful construction in any field, whether 
novel,. play or film. Make the public 
laugh or shock them. : 

It is fairer to compare the novel to 
the film, rather than the play. I hap- 
pen at the moment to have a new 
play being rehearsed for presentation 
shortly in this country. Granted suc- 
‘cess, I can vision in the future a film 
which will have taken my story, like 
a piece of elastic, and stretched it 
out to.cover in photographic reality 
more than could be Implied by the 
confines of the stage.

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AMERICAN GRIP ON FILMS — 





ERESTING phases of the busil- 
ness end of motion pictures are 
set forth in a book entitled “The 
Public. andthe Motion. Picture 

Industry’’ (Macmillan), by William 
Marston Seabury, former general 
counse] to the. Motion Picture Board 
of Trade and the National Association 
of the Motion Picture Industry. Ex- 
cerpts from this volume have been 
featured in the British press in ar- 
ticles dealing with the American grip 
on the world film market, which is not 
surprising, as the London newspapers 
have for some time devoted no little 


booking system, a feature discussed in 
detail by Mr. Seabury. 

Mr. Seabury points out that Sir 
Oswald Stoll is said to have estimated 
the total revenue derived from the 
film industry in Great Britain yearly 
at roughly $150,000,000 taken in at the 
box office. Of this sum American pro- 
ducers are said to receive $16,000, 000 
and the British Government about 
$15,000,000, “according to the esti- 
mates, on which it is none too safe to 
rely implicitly.” 

The author says that according to 
these figures a 10 per cent. tax of this 
kind would only yield the Government 
about $1,600,000, and that as market 
conditions now stand most of the tax

out of the’ $16,000,000 approximately 
derived from the British market.

“In view of the fact,” observes Mr. 
Seabu

Mr. Seabury declares that the indus- 
try in America is said to employ up- 
ward of 300,000 persons in all of its 
branches and that the American pub- 
lic pays in at the box office of the 
theatre probably more than $500,000,- 
000 to see American motion pictures. 
Block Booking and Theatre Chains. 


“Surely,” says Mr. Seabury, “this 
is one good reason why the public has 
a vital interest in the ‘Industry to 
protect.” : 

In his analysis of block booking, 
which incidentally means selling to 
the theatre owner blocks of pictures 
in most cases long before work on the 
productions has been started in the 
studios, Mr. Seabury explains that 
this’ practice is synonymous with full 
line forcing in other industries. He 
describes block booking as the weapon 
of the producer just as circuit booking 
is the weapon of the exhibitors. 

“The exhibitor,” says Mr. Seabury, 
“Is told that he may not rent the par- 
ticularly desirable picture unless he 
also rents tweuty or more other pic- 
tures which are less desirable and 
which he may not wish to rent or 
exhibit at all.” : 

Regarding the chains of theatres, 
Mr. Seabury writes that one well- 
known circuit in this country controls | t 
and books for upward of 149 theatres. 

“Producers and distributers,” sets 
forth the author, “are unanimous in 
their condemnation of booking combi- 
nations and circuits not controlled by 
themselves. Practically every national 
distributer announced his unwilling- 
ness to rent his pictures through a 
booking agency or combination and 
many protested against the ctrenits 
and chains of theatres.

1919-20, and “Cleopatra's Night,” by 
Henry Hadley, in 1921. . To these 
operas by Americans were added two

Not one .of these operas has.been a 
success, although two of them—Mr. 
Hadley’s “Cleopatra's Night” and Mr. 
Cadman's “Shanewis’—were given in 
two different seasons. The causes for 
the failures lay in many things, In 


most cases there were poor librettos 
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and music. that lacked original .inven- 
tion and the sense and skill of the 
theatre in its arrangement. In more 
than one instance the composing was 
amateurish, The librettistg erred in 
Ways that ranged from the untheat- 
rical and symbolic music drama, such 
as Converse’s “Pipe of Desire,” to the 
crassness and superficiality of de 
Koven's “Canterbury Pilgrims.” 
“Mona” was notable for an excellent 
libretto by Brian Hooker; :the scare 
was the product of an admirable mu- 
sician, who lacked the sensuousness, 
temperament and invention to do jus- 
tice to his theme. Victor Herbert 
made a brave attempt in “Natoma” at 
music of the manner and proportions 
of grand opera, but his creative nature 
and his life-long environment of light.

Discussion of the development of the 
various nationalities of South America 
has tended to link that problem to con- 
siderations of climate; it has been af- 
firmed, for example, that those coun- 
tries situated within the temperate 
zone develop more easily and set forth 
more resolutely upon th. path of prog- 
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tess, while those within the tropical 
zone are backward. 

In my opinion, as I penetrate deeper 
into the qyestion, it becomes an eth- 
nical problem exclusively, in which the 
tropical situation assumes a secondary 
position, the influence of which will 
be modified by racial influences. 

The tropics, then, are not the source 
of the ev), but they have grown to be 
the factor that delays the temedy of 
an ailment with deeper roots, symp- 
toms of which have disappeared in 
the north and are gradually disap- 
‘pearing in the south of the continent, 
where the climate has not been hostile 
to the white man and where, in con- 
sequence, the nascent democracies have 
been the first to receive powerful.im- 
migrant influxes. 

It is the mestee, the hybrid, that. 
constitutes the real problem in the 
young republics of this continent. A 
glance at the general map of America, 
together with a certain knowledge of 
the racial components of each nation, 
is enough to demonstrate this theory, 
which for the rest is not at all new. 

Wherever the white:man predomi- 
nates social institytions and political 
life are more stable, more serious. 

Speaking of the political ‘conditions 
in Venezuela, where bossism has flour- 
ished from the dawn of the republic 
down to the present; where dictators 
succeed one another with what may be 
called a horrible regularity, a well- 
known Venezuelan writer, Blanco- 
Fombona, has said: “The Venezuelan 
problem is a question of race.” 

Nor does this observation apply sole- 
ly to Venezuela. Any one who knows 
intimately the nations of Spanish 
America can testify that in each of 
them, in those sections where the hot 
climate’ has attracted colored settle- 
ment, politics assumes a more marked 
character of personalism, 

These observations do net, limit 
themselves to the mulatto—that ‘fs, to 
the mixture of white and black; they 
refer also to the mestee, mixtyre of 
white and Indian; and to the zambo, 
mixture of Indian and negro, or of 
both and the white. They are applica- 
ble to all. the hybird formations—that 
is, to the peuples we call “triguefias,” 
that new racial type that is being 
forged in the furnace of the Spanish- 
American peoples, that already forms 
part of what we may call the aris- 
tocracy of their cities, although they 
fancy themselves of noble Spanish de- 
scent and may he offset only by the 
immigration of the white races. 

In Central America, in countries like 
Nicaragua, Guatemala and s0 on, 
where the mixed breed predominates, 
there are not what may be termed 
stable conditions of political life. Here 
have flourished dark dictatorships, 
such ag those of Zelaya and Estrada 
Cabrera, and there is no telling what 
the future holds in store for these peo- 
ples, On the other hand, in Costa 
Rica, where the white race is in the 
majority, the institutions have been 
more stable and the national life more 
serious and regular. 

Mexico is a land of beauty and 
wealth; up to the present it has en- 
joyed an interregnum of peace lasting 
only twenty-eight years, under the 
iron hand of Porfiri> Diaz. We are 
acquainted with the absolute minority 
of whites in this neighboring republic 
and also with the numerous armed up- 
risings and upstart leaders who have 
usurped power over life and property. 

If we look: to the distant South, it is 
impossible to deny that Argentina, 
Uruguay and Chile are the most pro- 
gressive of the South American coun- 
tries, and that, similarly, they are the 
nations in which the hybrid is in the 
minority. 

In Colombia, where a good stock of 
Spanish descent has-been preserved, 
the white has maintained intellectual! 
and political hegemony. In the State 
of Antioquia, where the whites pre- 
dominate, politics is more firmly es- 
tablished and everything goes better; 
in the ‘internal struggles of the coun- 
try, however, the large majority of 
agitators is recruited from the mixed 


‘ The mulatto, the mestizo, the zam- 
bo, all three—the hybrid of whom we 
have been speaking—has been made 
ambitious by democracv. To the hy- 
brid there is no such thing as a good 
Government; he is full of destructive 
criticism, with nothing in him of the 


| practical or the constructive, unless he 
lives under an iron hand. 
A reactionary by blood, revolution- - 


ary theories in sociology or politics 
will always, find fertile ground in him. 
Disorderly and easily swayed in his 
notions, of impressionable nature, im- 
‘pulsive, imaginative, he is incapable of 
developing. a program that requires 
time and the effort of several génera- 
tions. He never carries his theories 
into practice if he acquires govern- 
mental power; he spends his life in ex- 
periments, in sudden changes. 

In order to understand this spas- 
modic psychology we must remember 
how this human type is constituted. 
From the white he gets his Spanish 
arrogance; from the négro his rancor, 
justified, if you will, by the sufferings 
of his ancestors. From the Indian he 
has acquired and retains the sus- 
piciousness of a race accustomed to 
regard all. with lack of confidence and 
envy. Because of his inheritance he is 
prejudiced, and this prejudice is ex- 
ternalized in an arrogance that comes 
from the little element of Spanish in 
him, Hence he is an aggressive and 
j fractious element; he never loses an 
opportunity to affront one whom he 
considers belongs to a superior class, 
despite the fact that democracy and 
certain local conventionalities have 
leveled society. Nevertheless, because 
of the Indian and negro element, this

WADSWORTH AND THE VETERANS 





}fe-the Editor of The New York Times: 


Senator Wadsworth endeavored in 
his speech at Glens Falls toconvey the 
impression that he had been a support- 
er of World War veteran legislation, 
even going so far as to take Judge 
Wagner to task for not giving him 
credit for three veteran measures he 
supported. With the exception of 
these measures he has not only op- 
posed World War veteran legislation 
but .“double-crossed” on such legisla- 
tion in one instance. He said: 

“Judge Wagner ignores, or does not 
know, that at three successive ses- 
sions of the Senate I introduced and 
finally had passed a bill extending re- 
tirement privileges to the women of 
th Army and Navy -Nurse. Corps, 
those women who, under military 
discipline, nursed our sick and wound- 
ed — and sailors in ‘woth peace 
and war.” 

Senator Wadsworth deserves no 
great credit for introducing and sup- 
porting this measure for the retirement 
of a noble band of women who share in 
all the trials and suffering of war 
without the attendant glory. It was a 
tardy act of justice.on the part of 
Congress, 

He further says: “Judge Wagner 
ignores, or does not know, that, as a 
member of the Committee on Finance, 
I supported at this last session the bill 
extending more prompt and effective 
relief to the disabled veterans of the 
World War.” 

This bill was but an amplification of

THE FIVE-DAY WEEK AND HEALTH 





To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The recent report of the progress 
of the five day work week is most 
encouraging. It is of particular inter- 
est to me, since for years I have given 
this subject a great deal of my time 
and energy. 

During the thirty years of my prac- 
tice of. medicine I noticed that the 
premature aging of our. people has 
become insidious, and that serious 
chronic gastro-intestinal and cardio- 
vascular diseases were on the steady 
increase, A study of the statistics of 
the mortality from these diseases in 
some of the largest cities in the United 
States, as New York, Philadelphia and 
Cincinnati, proved that during the 
past twenty-five years the mortality 
rate from above-mentioned diseases 


and cancer increased over 100 per} 


cent. in 1923 over that of 1898. 

The question naturally was: To what 
can this colossal increase in mortality 
be attributed during a period in which 
the working hours became shorter and 
housing and factory conditions were 
very much improved? A careful study 
of the general history of my patients 
suffering from these diseases led me 
te conclude that the long-continued 
physical and mental strain under 
wilich our people have been living dur- 
ing the past twenty-five years in large 


tant contributing factor. 

‘The long hours of travel in crowded 
conveyances to and from work and 
places of amusement, the long hours 
of wakefulness and activity, leaving 
only a short number of hours for rest 
and sleep, brought about a persistent 
and continuous grind on the physical 
and nervous energy. of the people, re- 
sulting in cardio-vascular -diseases. 
Added to these abuses, the hasty eat- 
ing of improper food brought about 
gastro-intestinal disturbances, which 
in time led to ulcerations and malig- 
naricies of these organs. 


Since the regular routine of the 
daity environment of people in large 
cities probably cannot ‘be modified, I 
felt that if on. additional whole day 
of rest were afided weekly ft would 
repair the rapid wear and tear of the 
remaining five days’ work. Of course. 
the thoughtless element might not 
gain much through this, as they would 
be apt to abuse the day, but the vast 
majority of the people are sensible 
and would unquestionably use this 
extra day for:the general betterment 
of the community, physically, intellec- 
tually and perhaps also spiritually.

In 1839 Daniel’ Webster wrote to 
Baring Brothers, the London bankers: 
“If it were possible that any one of 
the States (of the Union) should at 
any time so entirely lose its seif-re- 
spect and forget its duty as to. vio- 
late the’ faith solemnly pledged for 
its pecuniary engagements, I believe 
there is no country upon earth—not 
even that of the injured creditor—in 
which such a proceeding would meet 
with less countenance or indulgence 


than it would receive from the great 


mass. of the American people.” 


In 1841 Mississippi 4efaulted on 
$7,000,000 of bank bonds. One holder 
of $100,000 of these bonds, pur- 
chased in England by his family at 
the time of issue, writes that the only 
reason he has ever heard offered for 
their repudiation is that the invest- 
ments in which the State placed the 
money did: not prove remunerative. 

Alabama, Arkansas, Florida, 
Georgia, Louisiana, North and South 
Carolina followed later with $68;000,- 
000, mainly railroad and bank bonds. 
These sums are outstanding today, 
with accrued interest estimated at

The saying that “necessity is the 
mother of Invention” is strikingly re- 
vealed as truth in women’s inventions. 
Thus a Texas farm woman informed 
the Patent Office that bécatise she de- 
tested the tiresome work of stripping 
suzar cine to make molasses, she in- 
vented a device which did the work 
better, and stripped in an hour as 
much cane as could be stripped by 
~ Jnand by four persons. 

Another woman informed the patent 
Officials that the window ventilator 
‘she designed was the outcome of “two 
‘wecks’ illness in bed at home and three 
weeks in a hospital during ‘a hot, rainy 
June and early July. When I had to 
lie in those hot, stuffy rooms I realized 


how badly the ventilator was needed.” — 


An adjustable garden rake was in- 
vented by a woman golf teacher, who 
said sho “had been inconvenienced by 
golf balls getting lodged in places out 
of arm's reach or in streams.” She 
devised the rake first simply to. re- 
cover the errant golf balls, but the 
wider usefulness of the device became 
go apparent that she obtained a 
broader patent. 


500 Patents a Year to Women. 


About 500 patents a year now are 
granted to women. The number of 
patents granted to men is seventy 
times as many as to women, but the 
striking fact in the records is that the 
percentage increase in patents to wo- 
sren from decade to decade has ex- 
ceeded that of patents to men by as 
much as 300 per cent. in some years, 

Before the Civil War the patents 
granted to women numbered less than 
half a dozen a year. During the war 
and the years following the number of 
patents to women rose at times more 
than 100.. The decade ended 1867 saw 
en increase of 677 per cent. over the 
preceding decade in number of patents 
granted to women, whereas the in- 
crease in patents granted to men was 
orly 290 per cent. 

The records are not sufficiently com- 
plete to determine the permanent ef- 
fect of the World War, but the yearly 
'@verage of number of patents granted 
to women in 1918, 1919, 1920 and 1921 
was nearly 34 per cent. higher than 
the average for six pre-war years. 
More than 5,000 patents were granted 
women during ten selected years from 
1605 to 1921, or more than the total 
number granted women during a span 
of more than 105 years ended in 1895. 


Wide Range of Patents. 


Most women’s inventions are house- 
hold devices, but they include also 
agricultural machinery, hospital equip- 
ment, manufacturing equipment 
throughout the range of fifty indus- 
tries from coal mining to submarine 
explosives, chemicals and artificial 
fuels. 

A Florida woman who invented a de- 
vice for distributing fertilizer told the 
Patent Office that the invention was 
the result of “Yankee laziness, I 
reckon. I didn't like the idea of bend- 
ing my back so much, hence the dis- 
tributer.” A Texas woman who ob- 
tained a patent for a new and useful 
improvement ‘on a cultivator tongue 
said that, ‘having been raised on a 
farm and seeinz that there was needed 
improvement on cultivator tongues, I 
made up my mind to improve on the 
old-style tongue.” . 

A Minnesota woman, inventor of a 
portabie smokehouse, stated that “as a 
farmer's wife my duty waa to cure 
meats for Summer use, and smoked 
meat is very much favored in my fam- 
ily. I tried to smoke mine without ex- 
pense, and after I completed this de- 
vice I used it successfully two years 
before I obtained a patent on it.°’ 

Inventions by women to facilitate 
mining, quarrying and metal smelting, 
include amaigamators, apparatus for 
extracting copper, a blasting barrel, a 
method of electrolytic separation of 
metals, a method for Nardening and 
tempering copper, processes and appa- 
ratus for extracting ores, oil well fish-

TIBETAN DOCTORS PRACTICE — 
LIKE THOSE OF MIDDLE AGES 





Diagnosis Is Carried Out Only by Feeling the Various 
, Pulses of the Body—Odd Treatment Methods 


EDICAL science in Tibet has ar- 
‘rived at about the same stage 
of development: as that of Eu- 
rope in the early Middle Ages. Every 
doctor in the country is a priest, the 
profession being recruited from monas- 
téries all over the land. Each of these 
institutions sends a selected candidate 
for training at the central Medica] Col- 
lege at Chakpori, near Lhasa. The 
full course in medicine takes about 
eight years to complete, and comprises 
the study of diagnosis, anatomy—of 
which the Tibetans have some queer 
notions—and treatment. : 

Diagnosis is carried out by one 
method only, that of feeling the vari- 
ous pulses of the body, of which the 
lama physicians assert there are seven, 
each connected with one of the princt- 
pal organs. By noting the beats of 
these the cause of any trouble, they 
say, can be located. Indeed, the lamas 
assert that by feeling the .pulses of a 
person they can tell whether any of 
his relatives are sick, even though 
they be hundreds of miles distant. The 
priestly medico never takes any per- 
sonal risk in suspected diseases of an 
infectious nature. He holds one end 
of a long cord, the other end of which 
is tied around the patient’s wrist, and 
the string. Of surgery the Tibetans 
know nothing. For all complaints they 
fly to the cupping horn and the burn- 
ing fron, with which they sometimes 
inflict frightful burns. Many a man is 
now “wandering about: stone blind 
through simple cataract, which a small 
operation would put right. Eye dis- 
eases are among the commonest com- 
plaints of the country. 

Treatment consists of the recitation 





of prayers with a view to exorcising 
the demon responsible for the sick- 
ness, or the administration of internal 
medicines, or a combination of both. 
A peculiar custom is that of not al-. 


lowing any one suffering from fevers. 
to sleep, the belief being that, should. 


he do so, even more devils will enter 


into. him. Therefore, to render sleep |. 
impossible, an orchestra of lamas. is: 


stationed in the sick room to beat 
drums and clash cymbals. In fevers 
also cold barley beer is considered effi- 
cacious. 

The —— made up by the 
physicians are sometimes startling, 
reminiscent of the concoction of the 
witches in Macbeth. The following, 
specially recommended in bowel com- 
plaints, is by no means the most 
nauseating: “Take equal weights of 
mercury, peacocks’ feathers, gold dust 
and pounded land .crabs and bones 
from a dog. Boil all together with a 
little water and distil fhe resulting 
concoction. To the distilled Hquor add 
flour to make a stiff te, and ad- 
minister as pills, two daily.” This 
remedy is for the wealthy only, each 
pellet costing the equivalent of a dollar. 

Isolation in infectious cases is never 
practiced, with the consequence that 
when an epidemic disease does get @ 
footing it rapidly runs throughout 
whole districts. The greatest scourge 
of Tibet is smallpox, which periodically 


occurs, every other person whom one / 


meets being pitted. The influenza 
epidemic that swept the world a few 
years ago did not spare the land of 
the lamas, and took a frightful toll 
from the crowded and insanitary mon- 
asteries.

Henry Ford’s announcement of 
the permanent adoption of the five- 
day week in his plants—coming only 
a few days before the action of the 
Federation convention - charged the 
whole subject with the live current of 
immédiate and concrete ‘possibilities. 
The reform, if applied to all indus- 
tries, 4vould give the working people 
of the United States two days of lei- 
sure every Week the year around. 
Coming soon after the introduction of 
the five-and-a-half-day week in the 
more highly organized trades and 
when the great mass of unorganized 
workers are still employed on a six- 
day basis of eight hours or more a 
day in a majority of industries, the 
proposal comes with dranratic.effect. 
The declaration of the Federation, it 
must be noted, did not propose the 
immediate adoption of the five-day 
week in all industries. It favors a re- 
duction. of the working period as fast

Labor’s New Theories: 

The campaign of labor for the five- 
day week is not an ‘isolated example 
of union leadership. More pay and 
fewer hours-has been the battle cry [ 
of the labor union since its initeption, 
the fiercest of industrial conflicts hav- 
ing been caused~by the difference be- 
tween employers and workers on what 
shall constitute a fair day’s work: 


But labor is making this latest 
demand on entirely new grounds. It 
maintains that the workers are en- 
titled to an increasing share of the 
benefits derived from the amazing in- 
creases in industrial technique which 
mass machine production has made 
possible—benefits in higher wages as 
well as shorter hours.’ Labor also main- 
tains that if consumers, of which the. 
workers form the largest group, have 
more time to enjoy the automobile 
radio and other products ef the mod- 
ern age their wants will. increase, 
trade will be fostered and general 
prosperity wil] be more firmly estab- 
lished. Unless this takes place, says 
labor in effect, the machines are in 
danger of becoming glutted with ex- 
cess products or else will remain idle, 
sales will decliné. and the prosperity 
of the last few years will give way to 
the unwelcome reaction. of industrial 
depression. 

These new labor theories on —— 
trial evolution are ‘an elaboration of 
the stand taken a year ago, when, for 
the first time, the American Federa- 
tion of Labor accepted joint respon- 


aibility for production and officially. 


announced it:'was willing to cooperate 
with: the employers for greater output 
in return for a share: in the accrued 
profits.

That this has occurred even without 
tlie. active cooperation. of organized 
labor is shown by recent studies of 
competent economists. : The National 
Industrial Conf ce Board reports 
that from 1921 to 1925 the volume of 
manufacturing output in the United 
States increased 62 per ‘cent., while 
the number of workers employed in 
the plants increased only 14 per cent. 
in the same period. . The board calcu- 
lates that the output of the average. 
American workingman increased 43 
per cent. in the years 1919-1923 alone.” 
What further gains it might~ make 
with the active. cooperation of the 
worker in increasing his efficiency is 


‘one .of the great imponderables of 


modern industry. 

The traditional. argument which 
labor has advanced in the past in sup- 
port of the shorter working time has 
been that it would check unemploy- 
ment. 
when industrial crises were both fre- 
‘quent and severe before the evelop- 
ment of the machine age to 
ent perfection and prior to the steady- 
ing influence of the supér-trusts on 
production and distribution. But from 
the very beginning labor has held that 
reducing the hours of toil would tend 
to. make workers more diligent and 
contented.

Judge Gary’s Views.

Drys!are not taking any organized 
‘art in the voting of States whose 
referenda ask only an opinion.

They say that a referendum 
such as New York State will yote on 
has neither meaning hor legal .stand- 
ing, and that its ultimate purpose is 
“not to ascertain public opinion, but 
to create: it.”

Processes Being Simplified. . 

The general purpose of the confer- 
ence is to pool the information gained 
through extended investigations . in 
several countries. Remarkable work 
has been done in the laboratories, but 
many of the processes have not proved 
satisfactory as yet from a commercial 
standpoint. Special attention will be 
paid to the methods of production that 
have high practical value. 

There are seventy-five different 
methods for extracting the more valu- 
able by-products from. bituminous 
coal, Dr. Bergius, who will speak at 
the conference, has prodifced crude 


oil from coal in his laboratory for- 
He secured a patent as early 


years, 
as 1914. His method consists in mak- 
ing a paste from coal and then forcing 
hydrogen into it under high pressure 
and temperature. 

Several of the methods have been 
simplified in. the past year. The 
Fischer method, for instance, consists 
in first reducing the coal to a com- 
pound gas and then liquifying the 
gases by means of a catalyst. Vari- 
ous combustible liquids are produced 
in this way. One laboratory process 
extracts from soft coal a substitute for 
gasoline at a cost of 18 cents a gallon . 
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—which is considerably higher than 
the cost of production from mineral 
oil. In addition to the experimental 
work now being carried on in many 
private laboratories, tests are being 
made in stations equipped and main- 
tained by the Governments of Eng- 
land, France and Germany. 

The visible supply of oil for gasoline 
has been variously estimated; what is 
sure is that consumption of gasoline 
is increasing at a high rate. Not only 
the automobile but also oi] house heat- 
ers and the Diesel engine—especially 
for ships—make serious demand on the 
fuel supply. 

The supply of bituminous coal is at 
least sufficient to meet all demands 
for centuries to come, If gasoline ‘can 
be extracted from coal quickly and 
cheaply, the supply of motor fuel is 
assured for an indefinite period. 

No future war could he fought with- 
out adequate supplies of petroleum. 
A few years hence, it is feared, the 
supply might be insufficient to enable 
most countries to defend themselves. 
Were England to be‘ ‘isolated, for in- 
stance, and her supply of petrol cut 
off, the effect upon the issues of a 
war would be quickly felt. The sup- 


jply of petroleum in the event of ‘war 


would be a problem of vital impor- 
tance to nearly all countries. 

The coal industry in the United 
States, it is pointed out by experts, 
is far from being in a satisfactory 
condition. The problem is: to find a 
profitable outlet. for surplus coal, and 
‘by solving it the activity at the mines 
could be increased and the wage prob- 





}are much the same. The hotels there 
were not so badly damaged as to be 
unable to reopen. 

Progress in the Hollywood and Fort 
Lauderdale sections has been slower, 
for there the storm did its greatest 
damage. Scarcely a house was left 
unscarred. Scores of buildings in the 
business sections still are without roofs 
or upper stories. But work of re- 
habilitation steadily proceeds. 

Hialeah, Miami’s Coney Island, also 
was badly hit. The race track is un- 
harmed, save for the loss of a section 
of the grandstand roof, but the Hia- 
leah and Biscayne frontons, scenes of 
the jai alai games, suffered heavily. 
The dog race building was nearly de- 
molished and Chief Willy. Willy’s’ In- 
dian village was carried away. The 
Chief and his tribe 
with their alligators in the Ever- 
giades, but although they suffered 
from exposure they were not seriously 
hurt.

Shoddy Construction Blamed. 


The faultiness:of bungalow construc- 
tion in Florida is well known. When 
the big boom started in the Summer 
of 1925, there was a tremendous ‘de- 
mand for homes. The boom attracted 
thousands of investors, and the inves- 
tors wanted places in which to live. 
Places had to be built in a hurry. 
Thousands of workmen were import- 
ed, and these workmen also had to 
have housing accommodations. So the 
thing grew. Small houses sold for un- 
heard-of prices, and investors,. realiz- 
ing that property with houses already 
built upon it brought bigger profits, 
began building at once, 

There was then only one railroad 
into Miami, the Florida East Coast, 
and that a single-track line. This 


ing material and: became so swamped 
with freight that finally an embargo 
was placed. To counteract this, mate- 
rials were shipped down in sailing ves- 
sels. But because of the lack of pier 
space these vessels often were com- 
pelied to-lie outside the: harbor for 
thirty days or more, awaiting their 
turn to be unloaded, 

Naturally a shortage of materials 
ensued, matched by a shortage of 
carpenters. The .result was that 
houses were built of the flimsiest ma- 
terials. Two nails never wére driven 
where one would hold, nor two boards 
used where one would suffice, however 
shoddily. Any one with to 
lift a hammer could find em ployment 
as a carpenter. And there was 80 
much building going on that; city ‘in- 
spectors found it impossible to inspect 
all of the new structures. * 

Throughout ‘the city arose hundreds 
of bungalows or small dwellings, built 
to withstand only the . gentlest of 
Spring zephyrs. Another type of | 
house’ was badly built~the concrete | 
block type. Because of the scarcity 
of cement, plaster frequently was used 
in laying these bidcks. When the. 
hurricane came along it reduced such 
structures to .mounds of splintered 
wood or heaps of cement biocks.

In the entire storm area only one 
large building suffered really extensive 
damage. This was the Meyer Kiser 
Bank Building in Miami, a twenty- 
story. structure, built on a fifty-foot 
lot. Building contractors say there 
was no wind bracing in the entire 
building. After the storm, the building 
was condemned and ordered torn 
down. 

The Dead. and Injured. 

The latest available reports fix the 
total number of deaths from the hurri- 
cane at 372, the injured at 6,281 and 
the number of families affected by the 
storm at 17,884. . But it is doubtful 
if the full extent of loss in life and 
property ever will be known. | 

Two causes contributed to the heavy 
loss. of life: First, faulty construc- 
and, second, the lull in the 


storm, which occurred just after 


8 A. M. on Saturday and preceded the 


heaviest blow. During that lull peo- 
ple living at Miami Beach and work- 
ing in Miami, or vice versa, attempted 
to cross the causeways. Many either 
in automobiles or afoot were swept 
into Biscayne Bay by the second blow, 
which at times reached a velocity of 
130 miles an hour. How many were 
drowned ‘in this way it is impossible 
to estimate. 

Searching parties sent out immedi- 
ately after the storm were instructed 


‘to bury the dead quickly to avoid any 


chance of an epidemic. In many cases 
they took their instructions literally 
and buried bodies befére proper iden- 
tification had been made. 

Attempts have been made to fasten 
the blame for the heavy toll of life in 
the West Okeechobee area on the 
State Drainage Board, of which Gov- 
ernor John W. Martin of Florida is 
an ex-officio member. 

Millions have been spent by the 
State of Florida and the Government 
on drainage projects. Jn order to 
drain the Everglades and reclaim 
much valuable land there, three 
canals were built, augmenting the 


Caloosahatchie River, to drain some of. 


the water from Lake Okeechobee. 
Residents of the West.Okeechobee dis- 
trict charge that, at the time of the 
storm the waters” in the lake were al- 
ready four feet above the maximum 
level allowed by the Government, but 
that the State Drainage Board made 
no attempt to reduce this excess. It 


‘is charged that the height of the water 


was responsible for the large number

Varying Estimates of Damage. 

Estimates of property damage: ini: the 
storm area are as much at variance 
as are the lists of casualties, The 
damage in the Greater Miami area 
alone is reckoned at from $50,000,000 
to $150,000,000, while Fort Lauder- 
dale and Hollywood estimate their 
property losses as between $8,000,000. 
and $12,000,000 each.

Pilots Fly Over and Chart 15,000 Square Miles of Unexplored 


NOTHER romantic chapter in the 
annals of. American aviation has 

F peen written with the return to 
Seattle of the first Alaskan aerial sus- 
vey expedition, the fleet of three am- 
phibean planes completing a Summer 
survey which covered more than 
15,000 square miles of hitherto unex- 
plored regions in southeastern Alaska. 

Facing dangers that equaled the 
hazards of the globe-girdlers and the 
North Pole filers; the pilots of the 
three huge airships, in completing the 
first unit of a mapping survey which 
will eventually cover all of Alaska, 
gathered data which will prove in- 
valuable in the future development of 
Uncle Sam’s Far Northern frontier. 
‘Che facts are being transmitted to the 
Department of the Interior, to be used 
in the development of fisheries, for- 
estry, .mining, hydro-electric - power 
ahd other untapped resources of the 
territory. 

Inasmuch as the island-dotted and 
intricate coastline of Alaska had not 
been correctly mapped since the early 
days of sailing ships, in addition to, 
the vast unexplored regions in the 
interior, the Government determined 
to. embark its first aerial mapping ex- 
pedition. to the territory last Spring.

he can produce. It: is quite as 
Mogical to argue that the more leisure 
men have the more they will buy. 
This argument is based on the as- 
sumption that men can“produce, earn 
and receive as much in five days as 
six, which is not admitted and which 
cannot be true over long periods of 
time. : / 

“So I regard the five-day week as 
an unworthy ideal. It would-be an 
economic ‘faux pas,’ imposing further 
penalties upon industry’ and under- 
mining our social structure. So, let 
the emphasis be turned, from. leisure to 
’work for’ all, from rights to. obliga=: 
tions, from: agitation to education. 
More work and better work is a more 
inspiring and worthier motto,than less 
work and more pay, and upon it: more 
happiness and more enduring civiliza- 
tions will be builded. It is better not 
to trifle or tamper with God's laws for 
the government of life. They canngt 
be improved upon.” 


An Advance of Industry. 

Although Mr, Ford, the largest man- 
ufacturer in the United States, and’ 
organized labor are ‘strangely in con- 
cert in the effort to achieve the five- 
day week, both are far in advance of 
industry in general; There has, how-. 
éver, been a marked decrease in the 
prevailing hours ‘of - ‘work’in the last 
decade, In 1909: only 8 per cent. of 
the employes in. American factories 
had a weekly schedule of forty-eight 
hours or less; 7 per cent. were work- 
ing from forty-eight to fifty-four hours 
a week and 84.8 per cent. were work- 
ing fifty-four or more hours.a week. 
In 1923, however, 46 per cent: of those 
enumerated in the last census.of man- 
ufactures were working forty-eight 
hours or less, 31 per cent. were work- 
ing ‘forty-eight to fifty-four hours and 
ohly 23 per cent. were ‘working fifty- 
four hours or more a wéek. 

According to the National Industrial 
Conference Board—the latest figures 
available—the average work-week in 
twenty-five industries was 49.5 hours 
for the first quarter of 1926, with 
none entirely in the forty-hour or 
five-day week category. For the great 
mass of, 20,000,000 workers in the 
nation, ‘excepting only, the 200,000 or 
more Ford employes and the more 
advanced trade-union groups, the 
five-day week is but an ideal, which 
it may take years to realize. 

The short-hour movement ‘eveloped 
early in the United States; one of the 
first strikes being that of the ship- 
buildefts and caulkers in New York 
City in 1806 to obtain a reduction in 
hours to ten’a day. Twelve to fifteen 
hours a day for laborers was not un- 
common prior to the formation of the 
early labor unions. Factory gifls in 
Lowell, Mass., worked -seventy-eight 
hours a week. The ten-hour day be- 
came general.in-the United States in 
1840 after President Van Buren had 
proclaimed it as the standard in the 
Government mavy yards and arsenals. 

The Eight-Hour Fight. 


It was fifty years later before the 
workers were strong enough to reduce 
hours still] further. Sporadic and tre⸗ 
quently successful. efforts to establish4 | 
the eight“hour day; followed by. the 
declaration by the. American. Federa-4. 
tion of Labor for public demonstra-

This substance turns 
black by oxidation (exposure to the 
air), as tron turns red by rusting, the 
sole difference being that the gallate 
produces a black fron oxide instead of 
the common red oxide which tells the 
story of the vast annual decay of iron 
work.

Identifying Inks * 


The complete oxidation i the total 
fading of the sup ing colors is ac- 
complished in about sight years.

But in the course of 
those eight years, very slow and.evenly, 
progressive mutations are developing, 
and the handwriting. chemist, by 
means of almost unbelievably delicate 
tests can tell, within a few weeks,’ the

are still slower, so that even the eight 
years do not exhaust the possibilities. 

A related technique is used to deter- 
mine the authenticity and, date of re- 
puted ancient writings, Let us say 
that incunabula purporting to be of 
the early sixteenth century are of- 
fered. ‘The expert knows the papers 
and inks of that day, his chemical 
tests show him instantly whether 
those in tne proffered books are of the 
given period or another. There is no 
guessing, there is no possibility of de- 
ception, for, even if'a modern faker 
were to make paper exactly as it was 
made in 1540,.let us say, and ink as |. 
it was then prepared, the changes 
wrought by time would not show them- 
selves to tne reagents, and the expert 
would know at once that some half-:

For those who have 
had experience with this new and 
strange apparatus it is possible to dis- 
tinguish from the sounds heard 
whether it is a hand or a face that is 
being presented to the television trans- 
mitter, and if a series’ of -faces are 
placed one after the other in front of 
the instrument it is possible after, a 
time to recognize the owner merely 
by the sounds heard. In other words, 
each individual object poduces its own - 
particular modulation or sound. 


Television by radio has advanced so 
rapidiy that it will be only a short 
time before televisioned receivers will 
be placed on the market. These in- 
struments may be connected at the 
end of any good: receiver at the 
point where the loud-receiver jack is 
inserted, and, provided that the re- 
ceiver gives plenty of undistorted am- 
plification, images of the object sent 
from the transmitter will be produced. 
These instruments at the start will 
cost about $150. 

The apparatus of today is said to 
produce a certain amount of distor- 
tion, but this dist-rtion can be more 
or less eliminated, and the actual ad- 
justment for this defect is easier to 
remedy than in the case of! distorted 
signals from a loud-speaker. The rea- 
son for this is that for each ‘adjust- 
ment of the receiver the effect is 
“geen,” and the eye is a far better 
measuring instrument than the ear. . 

Other forms of interference are also 
experienced with the television re- 
ceiver, such as that due to static. In-

‘Washington in a satisfactory manner 
before graduating from the school as 
a qualified radio-watch stander.

©  @asting stations and am amazed at 
» he progress you have made,” said Mr. 
te Doberzinsky. “U nquestionably Europe 
> has much to learn from America in 
radio. As your sets become better 
known abroad there will probably be a 
great demand for American products. . 

“American radio sets first of all are 
attractive to the eye and.are finished 
‘with a care quite unequaled abroad, 
The beauty and variety of the designs 
render them attractive in any home. 
In Germany again we still build sets 
with four or five dials, which require 


@onsiderable technical skill to manipu- j 


fate. The American sets, I find, tend 
toward greater simplicity and are con- 
trolled by a single dial, which renders 
them largely fool proof. Your sets 
@re controlied by a turn of the finger, 
while German sets require both hands. 

“American sets, I find, can be suc- 
eessfully operated by people with little 
if any technical training. No wonder 
radio is almost universal throughout 
the United States, Then again Amer- 
fean methods of manufacture, your ef- 
ficiency and quantity production, en- 
able you to turn out excellent sets at 
’- Peasonable figures. In Germany one 
- ghust pay 1,000 marks or more, say 
$250, for a good receiver. 

,“I find that the tone of the Ameri- 
@an sets is as a rule very clear and of 
excellent quality. In Germany ‘there 
fis but one broadcasting station to a 
eity, while New York has a seore or 
gmore. America has been forced to de- 
velop a high-grade set of four, five or 
six tubes to gain selectivity. Your 
progress has been remarkable, 

Europe Uses the Horn. 


“Now in Germany we have had no 
@uch incentive. It is possible to re- 
@eeive in Germany with one tube, or 
even a crystal set, with fairly good 
results. The station is near by and 
there is little interference. You can 
get a crystal set as low as $1.50 and 
a one-tube set for $6, which will en- 

able you to listen in on a single sta- 
tion. Those who wish to hear stations 
at a distance must have good sets, but 
the demand has been limited, This is 
why the high-grade sets have not been 
developed as rapidly as in the United 

States. Europe still uses the old- 
fashioned horn for a iloud-speaker. 
Whe modern cone is almost unknown. 

“The German and American broad- 
@asting stations are financed very dif- 
ferently. Our German stations «have 
plenty of money at present, but lack 
the element of competition you have 
fin the United States. In Germany 51 
per cent. of the stock of the broad- 
easting stations is owned by the Gov- 
ernment, and 49 per cent. by private 
' ptockholders. Every owner of a radio 
pet pays 50 cents a month for the priv- 
lege of listening in on the stations.

tries are small and the stations. of 
many countries and languages often 
conflict seriously. In the United States 
all stations broadcast in one language. 
Imagine the confusion of having many 
different languages on the air at once. 


“The German stations generally 
commence sending at 9:30 A. M. 
and for an hour or more they 
send out news and market quotations. 
Beginning at 11:80 a musical program 
is sent out for about an hour. In the 
afternoon there is more news. Be-/ 
tween 8 and 4 the stations are devoted 
to an educational feature broadcast 
from Berlin and relayed by local sta- 
tions, It is usually instruction in 
language, and is suited to students 
of the high school grade. A concert 
is sent between 4:30 and 6 P. M. 
With the opening of the theatres at 
8:15 music is sent out, and from 10:30 
until 1 A. M. dance music is broadcast. 


Radio on Trains. 


“One of the’ newest developments of 
radio in Germany is the railroad tele- 
phone. It is possible to pick up a 
telephone on a train and be connectéd 
with any telephone fn any part of 
Germany by radio. ‘The traveler en- 
ters a telephone booth located in the 
dining car and calls for a number ex- 
actly as he would in New York for a 
local call. The connection is put 
through very quickly and one can talk 
under these conditions with perfect 
satisfaction. One can telephone across 
Germany for less than a dollar. 

“The broadcasting stations in Ger- 
many are powerful and well equipped. 
The high-powered station .at’ Leipsic, 
for instance, has two antenna nearly 
400 feet in height. I picked it up 
from the middie of the Atlantic re- 
cently with excellent results. One of 
our radio noveltiés, by the way, is a 
giant loud speaker operated in a large 
public square at the Leipsic Fair. By 
means.of a powerful speaking device 


.it.can be heard over a radius of one 


and a half miles.” 


_ LIST INCOMPLETE. 

So rapidly have radio stations multi- 
plied recently, to say nothing of their 
changing wave lengths and power, that 
the Government list of “Radio Stations 
of the United States,” just out, is prac- 
tically obsolete, inasmuch as the list is 
only correct to June 30, which was 
just before the lid blew off.

The skyscraper as it exists in New 
York today is responsible directly for 
most of the discomfort endured in the 
crowding of our streets and our sub- 
ways, Henry H. Curran told the mem- 
bers of the New York Building Con- 
gress at their luncheon last week. He 


glso added that the skyscraper is re- |. 


sponsible for most of the desperate na- 
ture of the city’s financial problem 
today and also for part of the appal- 
ling death record of children and 
adults tn the streets by motor vehicles. 

“I believe that the time has come to 
put through another zoning law,” said 
Mr. Curran. The law of 1916, which 
was a pioneering effort, laid a very 
light hand on the, city. That law con- 
firmed existing evils. It left a two 
times and a two and a half times 


— — 


height district hers and there just be- 
Gs.use buildings already had gone up 
to those heights and more that con- 
firmed existing congestion. It encour- 
aged more high building in those spots 
‘Jaid aside for high buildings. It pre- 
vented, and discguraged at least, the 
distribution of business and manufac- 


turing in other parts‘of the city, be- 
Cause in other paris of the city there 
was a lower height limit. 

“Our zoning law of 1916-was afraid 
to go very far ahead, and properly so, 
because the courts were not what they 
@re today on that subject. And now 
we have this sudden and stupendous 
eruption of skyscrapers in the Forty- 
pecond Street neighborhood. 


Would Step Tal) Building. 


“J think we must stop the flowing 
tide of skyscraper erection in Manhat- 
tan somehow. We can by a zoning 
law, if the Board of Estimate were 
Fequested to do it and would do it. 
Bay from this time on, in the City of 
New York no building shall be erected 
that will be greater in height than the 
width of the street on which it abuts 
and there: will be no setbacks—that is 
ten stories on the avenue and six on 
the stfeet. Taller buildings could be 
allowed if their towers would beautify 
and add to the value of the city: We 
build more subways and we build the 
g@kyscrapers along the very place while 

course of construction so that by 
the time the first train rolls we have 
@ new batch of skyscrapers and along 
@ new route, with a new working popu- 
lation living elsewhere and working 
here in Manhattan, all ready to fill 
up this new subway the minute it be- 
gins to operate. 

Park and Piayground Needs. 


“We are short in this city ‘of parks, 
ef playgrounds, of sewage disposal, of 
water supply, of schools, of ever so 
many minimum sity needs that other 
cities have. To supply them means 
money. It means taxes. It means 
rents. But by the statement of the 
city official charged with subway con- 
atruction we have got from now on 
for five years, perhaps ten years, to 
gpend not one dollar on any of these 
other city needs, every single city dol- 
lar must be thrown into new subways. 

“Our city’s debt is piling up higher 
and higher. The debt service portion 
of the budget is becoming greater. We 
are rushing to Albany to get the lid 
lifted as to constitutional capacity. We 
have already reached the end of the 
rope of sound city finance and: we are 
about to spill over on the other side 
of it, and yet:all the money. must go 
into new subways. As long as we 
allow the skyscrapers to go up around 
the hub of the wheel where these sub- 
way spokes converge in Manhattan, 
they will supply the crowds to make 
gtill more subways necessary.

Brokers Want cong Isiand’s Natural 
Beauty Preserved. 


John J. Hailleran of Flushing, former 
Tax Commissioner of New ~ York, 
speaking at the luncheon meeting of 
the Long Island Real Estate Board at 
the Town Hall Club last week, de- 
clared that steps should immediately 
be taken to preserve Long Island’s 
natural beauty through the planting of

_fegistered in the total of applications 
during the month, as compared with 
September, 1925. The 1926 figure was 
$25,469, in estimated value, an in- 
crease of $5,041,783. 

The most noticeable gain in new con- 

gatruction during September, as com- 
pared with the corresponding.month a 
year ago, was in brick primen 
houses.. Projected. constru¢fidn inthis 
field, with an estimated value of $11,- 
748,500, exceeded the 1925 figure of 
$6,362,750 by 84 per cent. 
. Brick dwelling congtruction as a 
whole, with an eStimatéd cost of $16,- 
010,500, exceeded last year’s $12,414,450 
Valuation by 28 per cent. 


Gain in Housing. 


Due to an increase in the average 
@mount expended on the family unit,’ 
the gain in the number of families for 
whom housing was provided by brick 
construction amounted to only 17 per 
eent., reaching a total of 3,679; as 
against 3,135 in September, 1925. 

Frame dwellings showed a loss, the 
362 families provided for representing 
@ decrease of 4 per cent. from the 1925 
figure of 425, while the estimated cost 
of $2,410,900 amounted to a 5 per cent. 
drop from the 1925 cost of §2,532,550. 

The total value of all classes of 

Gwellings planned showed an increase 
of 27 per cent., amounting to $18,421,- 
400, as against $14,947,000 last year.

’ &s compared with September of 1925 
the figures this year showed a ‘on- 
tinuance of the trend observed ‘n pre- 
vious months, toward larger individual 
wnits of operation. 

The. average amount expended on 
quarters for the individual family also 
showed a slight increase, rising from 
$4,121 in September last year to $4,437 
‘fm the month just passed. | 

Single-Family ‘Trend. 

In the field of one-family brick resi- 

@ences the same trend toward larger- 
scale operations was observed. In 
September, 1925, the average number 
of such houses listed on each applica- 
tion was 3.2. In September, 1926, the 
average had risen to 3.7. 
‘The estimated cost of each operation 
of that class was $24,946 in Septem- 
ber a year ago and in September, 1926, 
it had mounted to $28,132. — 

Although computations of the aver- 
age size of applications are subject to 
inaccuracies throuch the possibility of 
the same builders filing several appli- 
cations at differént times, it is pointed 
out that the figures are reliable point-. 
érs of the comparative trend, since the 
game method of computation is used 
Zor each year. 

For several months Brooklyn figures 
have indicated a trend toward concen- 
tration, or at least enlargement, of in- 
dividual operations. During Septem- 
ber, while the total valuation of all 
projected dwellings showed a 27 per 
cent. gain over September a year ago, 
the number of applicaciuns filed was 
gsinaller by 14 per cent., dropping from 
425 to 362.

tion has more than kept pace with 
the increasing population. 

These studies, however, have taken 
no account of the rentals or purchase 
price of such dwellings, a factor which 
is of vital- importance ‘to the average 
working-class family. 

It is of little consequence to such 
a family that there is an adequate 
supply of dwellings, if these are out 
of its reach financially. 

And *ousing studies in such cities as 
New York and Philadelphia have 
Shown that it is precisely the mod- 
erate-priced homes of which there is 
the greatest shortage and to supply 
which the private builders are doing 
least, 

So serious has the situation become 
in New York that various legislative 
measures have been resorted to in the 
effort to stimulate the buidling of 
such dwellings. - : 

Eliminating the Housing Profit. 

Despairing of relief from private 
builders and determined to eliminate 
the profit in housing, various groups, 
especially in Manhattan, the Bronx 
and Brooklyn, have been providing 
their-own housing accommodations. 

The results of their effortg are, of 
course, negligible in comparison with 
the total amount of such housing 


, 


showing what can be done and how 
the housing ‘item of the family budget 
can be greatly reduced by cooperative,. 
non-profit effort,’ rae 


The Bureau, as part of its general 
‘study of cooperative societies, has 
been collecting data on these housing 
societies, taking especial care to in- 
clude only those which are genuinely 
cooperative in the main particulars. 

Many apartments are being sold on 
the so-called ‘cooperative plan” by 
private builders who construct them, 
for sale, just as they do single houses, 
and sell them outright to individual) 
buyers. 7 

The buyers are allowed to resell at 
a profit, as well as to rent their 
apartment or apartments for as large 
a rent ag they can secure. 

Voting is on the basis of stock 

ownership, and one person may own 
several —— and thus have a 
number of voteg, 
_ This is not true of genuine coopera- 
tive .societies, for in such societies 
each member has but one vote, re- 
gardless of his capital holdings in the 
society. ‘ 

If any surplus is earned by the ao- 
ciety this is rebated, in the truly co- 
operative society, on the basis of 
patronage (i.e, the. amount “the
